ow long? How long does it take to 

become a qualified diver? This is the 
question asked by every neophyte who 
has just enrolled in a scuba class. The 
question is disarmingly simple, but the 
answer is complex. 

The answer to ‘how long’ can range 
from two weeks to two years. A lot de- 
pends on such factors as environment, 
geographic location, water conditions 
and dive skills involved. For example, 
California kelp diving is more strenuous 
than a leisurely cruise through the shal- 
low coral reefs of Pennekamp Park. Div- 
ing in the frigid 39°F water of Puget 
Sound requires more training than diving 
in the 80°F waters of Grand Cayman. 
Wreck diving in the cold, murky depths of 
the Great Lakes requires far more skill 
and experience than exploring a ship- 
wreck off Ft. Lauderdale. And, diving the 
shipwrecks off the New York-New Jersey 
coast may be the toughest of all. 

One thing can be said for sure. A per- 
son graduating from a basic open water 
scuba course is not a fully qualified, self- 
sufficient diver. Basic certification is not 
the end—it is the beginning. 

A person who completes basic open 
water training has learned the theory of 
diving through classroom lectures and 
discussions. He/she has been taught the 
safe handling of scuba gear in pool prac- 
tice and has been introduced to open wa- 
ter diving. This kind of course was never 
intended to make a person fully qualified. 
It is a launching point on a course toward 
higher learning and greater experience. 

some experts say it takes 50 hours of 
open water experience to become a fully

confident, qualified diver. Some say it 
takes 100 hours. Only the individual can 
tell when he or she has achieved the level 
of a qualified diver: There is a special 
feeling of confidence that develops. 

Because of the limitations of the basic 
open water course, the major scuba 
training associations of the U.S. have de- 
veloped a two part educational system— 
the basic open water course and the 
advanced diver training course. Each as- 
sociation has its own names for these 
programs, but they are primarily the 
same concept. 

Why not just one giant, comprehensive 
course that encompasses both basic and 
advanced training? Because it is imprac- 
tical and runs against the grain of con- 
sumer acceptance. It has been tried and 
rarely works, except for a few isolated 
college and university programs. 

Most people interested in learning scu- 
ba want to ‘‘try it before they buy it.”’ They 
are seeking a brief, inexpensive introduc- 
tion prior to making a major investment. 
The basic open water scuba course ful- 
fills this desire and starts them on the 
right road to diver safety. 

Advanced diver training is where it’s at. 
This is where people really begin to learn 
and refine their diving skills. This is where 
people begin to acquire an appreciation 
and an enjoyment for the U/W world. 

The trend toward advanced diver train- 
ing is clear cut. SKIN DIVER Magazine 
conducts a national survey of its readers 
every two years and we have found the 
popularity of advanced diver training Is 
mushrooming. In each survey the maga- 
zine has asked how many of its readers 
have received advanced diver training.

1. Formulas used: SCR = DCR X (33/ 
Depth + 33); DCR = Air Used / Time 
Legend: SCR = Surface Consump- 
tion Rate; DCR = Depth Consumption 
Rate; 33 = One Atmosphere of Pres- 
sure (34 feet for fresh water); Air Used 

= psi; Time = minutes 

A. First we find the DCR, which is: 
1500/10 = 150 psi/min. 

B. Then we calculate the SCR: 150 
X (34/68 + 34) = 50 psi/min. 


2. Formulas and Legend: See answer 1 
A. First we determine the DCR for 
the new depth: DCR = 60/[33/(33 + 

75)] = 196 psi/min. 

B. Next, we determine Time for the 
new Depth, then substitute values and 
solve: Time = Air Used/DCR Time = 
2500/196 = 12.75 mins. Note: When 
solving air consumption problems, al- 
ways use SCR as the reference con- 
sumption rate. 


3. Formula: Displacement = Volume X 
Density 

Substituting, we find: Displacement 
= 0.5 X 64 = 32 lbs. This is the dis- 
placement from complete immersion, 
but the block will float when its weight, 
which is 16 Ibs., is displaced. So, the 
block has 16 pounds of excess weight 
which means that 16/32 or 50 percent 
of it will float above water.

Substituting, we find: FWWD = 
[(175/64) X 62.4] - 175 = 170.6 - 175 
= -4.4 Ibs. 


5. Formula: P1/V1 = P2/V2 

Legend: P1 = Initial Pressure (Abso- 
lute = Gauge + 14.7); P2 = Final 
Pressure (Absolute = Gauge + 14.7); 
V1 = Initial Volume (80 cu. ft.); V2 = 
Final Volume (unknown) 

Rearranging and substituting, we 
find: V2 = V1 X P2/P1 = 80 X 664.7/ 
3014.7 = 17.6 cu. ft. 


6. Formula: P1/T1 = P2/T2 

Legend: P1 = Initial Pressure (Abso- 
lute = Gauge + 14.7); P2 = Final 
Pressure (unknown); T1 = Initial Tem- 
perature (Absolute = F + 460); T2 = 
Final Temperature (Absolute = F + 
460) 

A. First we determine the Initial and 
Final Temperatures: T1 = 70 + 460 
= 530; T2 = 125 + 460 = 585 

B. Rearranging and substituting, we 
find: P2 = T2 X P1/T1 = 585 X 
3014.7/530 = 3327.5 psia. 


7. Formulas: Buoyancy = (Density X 
Volume) - Weight; P1V1 = P2V2; Pres- 
sure = (Pressure per foot X Depth) + 
14.7 

Legend: P1 = Initial Pressure (Abso- 
lute = Gauge + 14.7); P2 = Final 
Pressure (Absolute = Gauge + 14.7); 
V1 = Initial Volume (unknown); V2 = 
Final Volume (0.6 Cu. ft.) 

A. First we detemine the Initial and 
Final Pressures: P1 = 0 + 14.7 = 
14.7 psia; P2 = (60 X .445) + 14.7 = 
41.4 psia 

B. Next we solve for the Initial Vol- 
ume by rearranging the formula and 
substituting values: V1 = P2 X V2/P1 
= 41.4 X 0.6/14.7 = 1.69 cu. ft. 

C. Next, we substitute the volume 
value into the buoyancy equation: 


Buoyancy = (64 X 1.69) - 2 = 106 Ibs. 


By now you must feel that diving is really a matter of doing rather than 
knowing or you must feel good about having the knowledge to back 
what you do while diving. Whether you feel frustrated or satisfied as a 
result of this quiz, it is good to review the principles involved. If you 
would like to be able to handle problems such as these more easily, 
consider enrollment in an advanced diver program, where you will not 
only increase your skills, but your knowledge of our wonderful activity.

Are chapter is being added to one 
of the greatest sea stories of all 
time—the HMS Bounty, burned off Pit- 
cairn Island in 1789 after Fletcher Chris- 
tian and his crew mutinied against the in- 
famous Captain William Bligh. An Austra- 
lian dive team, backed by three Austra- 
lian states and the Netherlands, has re- 
covered over 200 artifacts from HMS 
Pandora. Captained by Royal Naval offi- 
cer Edward Edwards, the 24 gun frigate 
set sail for Tahiti over a year after the mu- 
tiny to try and find the Bounty’s crew. Ed- 
wards reached Tahiti and captured 14 
crewmen. Three were hanged and the 
rest put in chains while the Pandora 
searched the Coral Sea for the Bounty. 
Edwards’ frigate struck a reef in August 
1971, while trying to sail through Torres 
Strait, the route mariners use in passing 
between Australia’s northernmost point, 
Cape York and New Guinea. Edwards 
was unharmed, but 31 lives were lost. 
In 1977, Australian divers found traces 
of the Pandora in 100 feet, southeast of 
Thursday Island, not far from the deep 
water passage listed as Pandora En- 
trance on modern charts. Lack of finan- 
cial backing kept divers from pursuing 
their discovery, but now they are funded 
and working from a trawler converted to 
a diving salvage rig. Artifacts from the 
nearly 200 year old wreck will be display- 
ed in Australia and the Netherlands. 
Divers from the National Park Service 
completed exploratory dives on the bat- 
tleship, USS Arizona, the worst casualty 
of the attack on Pearl Harbor, December 
7, 1941. A memorial dedicated to the 
1,177 men who went down with the ship, 
the Arizona needed to be inspected for 
rate of deterioration and removal of 
clumps of black powder—an explosive 
hazard stuck to the hull. Underwater pho-

tos and videotapes of these dives are 
now part of the exhibit at the visitor's cen- 
ter constructed over the wreckage. 

The Second Annual Greater Ft. Lau- 
derdale Shipwreck Symposium will be 
held July 31 to August 4 and promises to 
be just as exciting as the first. Last year’s 
inaugural set a precedent for hosting 
shipwreck divers from all over the United 
States and several foreign countries. The 
Marine Archaeological Advisory Council, 
Broward County Florida hosts the sympo- 
sium with one major objective in mind: to 
assemble sport divers, salvors and ma- 
rine archaeologists for films, lectures, 
dives and discussions that will foster un- 
derstanding and appreciation for all ship- 
wrecks. Mel Fisher, Bert Kilbride, Dimitri 
Rebikoff and many other celebrities will 
be there.

You 
might try the National Archives and Li- 
brary of Congress, Washington, D.C. for 
further details. 

John Scalia, Hammonton, New Jersey 
wants to set the record straight on a ship 
some call the Cayru. John writes: ‘New 
Jersey divers explore a ship they call the 
Cayru, but it is just another unidentified 
Jersey wreck. The freighter Cayru, 390 
feet long, 54 feet wide, was built in 1919 
at Hog Island, Pennsylvania by the Ameri- 
can International Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion. Originally named Chickasaw, she 
sailed under the U.S. Board of Shipping 
until 1930 when she was bought by 
Moore-McCormack and renamed Scan- 
mail. In 1940 she was sold again, this 
time to Lloyd-Brasileiro Shipping Compa- 
ny of Brazil, and named Cayru. In March, 
1943 the Cayru was torpedoed by the 
Nazi sub U-94 and sank approximately 
130 miles south of New York. The true 
Cayru has never been found. 

Dan Clark, Bricktown, New Jersey, 
asks about the /da-K that he thinks is 
wrecked somewhere south of Sandy 
Hook, New Jersey. | can’t find any infor- 
mation on this vessel, Dan, but you might 
contact: Jim Cummings, 200 Kane Court, 
Joppa, MD 21085. Jim has compiled a 
computerized list of over 1,000 wrecks 
from New Jersey to South Carolina. He 
has been working on this project for sev- 
eral years and might be able to help you. 

Dave Shilling, Ada, Ohio reveals some 
enlightening facts about salvage off the 
shores of the Buckeye State.

This month we feature an article by Da- 
vid F. Donavel of Amesbury, Massachu- 
setts. His article is timely and important. 
Back problems plague a large number of 
people and cause a significant amount of 
disability, loss of work and recreation. 
Diving in many ways is good for people 
with back problems because the weight 
of the body is removed by the buoyancy 
of the water. There are still important pre- 
cautions for diving after you have had a 
back problem and Mr. Donavel ad- 
dresses these precautions in the follow- 
ing article. 


BEATING BACK PAIN 


ow back pain is one of the more com- 

mon chronic ailments and, because of 
weightbelts, one to which divers are es- 
pecially susceptible. Hauling heavy gear 
and strapping 30-40 pounds around your 
waist is risky. Even fit and healthy divers 
are often stiff at the end of the day. Divers 
with a history of back pain can be out of 
action for weeks and even If you've never 
had trouble, you’re not immune. By tak- 
ing some simple preventive measures, 
however, you can forestall most prob- 
lems, even if you've had past difficulty. 

Everyone knows but few follow the 
common advice about lifting with your 
legs, not your back. Tanks and weight- 
belts are heavy enough to do you in. Al- 
ways be sure you've got a good grip on 
whatever you lift and use your legs. Al- 
ways keep what you're lifting close to 
your body. Some diving instructors teach 
students to put on tanks by flipping them 
over their heads: Don't. Have your dive 
partner assist you or put your tanks on a 
Stable, flat surface and strap yourself in. 

Put on your weightbelt by standing in 
front of it, stooping and, using your legs, 
lifting it up. Don’t swing it around your 
back as you might do with the belt that 
holds up your trousers. Not only do you 
put yourself at risk, but it's possible you'll 
smack the person behind you or, per- 
haps worse, his camera equipment. 

As important as lifting correctly, espe- 
cially for the diver whose back is already 
compromised, is stretching out before 
and, more important, after a dive. Like 
tennis, cycling or running, diving is a 
sport and as such it makes demands up- 
on your body. If your body can’t meet 
those demands, it will break down, keep- 
ing you in bed and out of the water. A 
good stretch is particularly important be- 
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tween a long car or boat ride and a dive 
since your muscles have probably stiff- 
ened. A good stretch, however, is not a 
painful, bouncing affair. In fact, stretching 
to the point of pain or bouncing only tears 
tissues and, because of your reflexes, 
tightens the muscles you intend to loos- 
en. Always stretch gently until you feel a 
slight tension that slowly diminishes as 
you hold the stretch position. 

There are stretching exercises for all 
parts of your body, but the areas upon 
which you will want to concentrate for low 
back pain are your lower back, your 
hamstrings (back of legs) and your quad- 
riceps (those big muscles in the front of 
your thighs). 

Exercise I: Stretch your lower back 
by lying on your back and bringing your 
Knees to your chest. Hold the position for 
20-30 seconds, straighten your legs, then 
repeat four or five times. If this is painful, 
Start by pulling one leg up ata time, then 
try both. This tucking position is easy and 
useful in the middle or end of a dive.

Exercise Il: Another good low back 
stretch again involves lying on your back. 
Keeping your shoulders and back flat, 
cross one leg over the other holding the 
crossed foot just off the floor. You'll feel 
a tension from your lower back through 
the buttock and thigh of the lifted leg. 
Hold that for 20-30 seconds and repeat 
the stretch four or five times. 





Exercise Ill: A lower back exercise 
you can use even when sitting or stand- 
ing, the pelvic tilt, is nevertheless best 
done like the others, lying on your back. 





Simply tighten your buttock and abdomi- 
nal muscles at the same time. Hold for 
about 30 seconds, relax and repeat four 
or five times. This exercise will help re- 
duce tension on tired lower back muscles 
and forestall debilitating pain. 





Exercise IV: |n order to stretch your 
hamstrings, stand up, resting the back of 
one heel on something about waist high 
and stable. The foot on the ground should 
be pointed ahead and the support leg 
should be slightly bent. Now gently bend 
forward from the waist, looking straight 
ahead. Hold about 20 seconds and re- 
peat. Remember not to stretch to the 
point of pain. The tension you feel should 
be distinct but pleasant. 





Exercise V: Like hamstrings, quadri- 
ceps are stretched from a standing posi- 
tion. Raise your right foot behind you and 
hold the top of it in your left hand. Gently 
pull your heel toward you. Hold this for 
about 30 seconds. Repeat. Stretch your 
left quad by holding your left foot in your 
right hand. You may find it necessary to 
keep your balance by holding onto some- 
thing with your free hand. In stretching 
your quads or in doing any stretch, re-

Film Test: 
Professional 
Ektachrome 64 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY BY JIM AND CATHY CHURCH 


K 33s Professional Ektachrome 64 
color slide film (EPR) has been the 
choice of many U/W photographers for 
years. While some may favor other fine 
films, EPR offers some interesting advan- 
tages you should consider. 
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Professional films are subjected to 
tighter quality controls. The color balance 
of any slide film changes with time and 
the actual ISO film speed can vary with 
different batches of film and with time. 
Thus, color and film speed are the two 


variables Kodak controls more closely 
with professional films. 

EPR is kept at the factory until it 
reaches its optimum color balance. Each 
batch (identified by the emulsion number 
on the film carton) is tested for speed and 
the actual ISO (to the nearest one-sixth) 
is stamped on the instruction sheet inside 
the film carton. This rating may be ISO 
50, 64 or 80. The film is sold only to deal- 
ers who keep it refrigerated at 55°F 
(13°C) or lower. This virtually stops the 
changes in color balance and film speed 
with age. Thus, the greatest advantage of 
a professional film is its consistency. With 
unrefrigerated consumer films, color bal- 
ance can shift and the actual ISO can 
vary by about one-third stop from batch 
to batch, depending on age and storage. 

In clear, bright water, ISO 64 is a good 
middle of the road choice. Slower films 
may be sharper and more colorful, but re- 
quire more light. Faster films require less 
light, but usually have more grain. ISO 64 
is usually fast enough for most wide an- 
gle photography in reasonably clear wa- 
ter. In 25 to 35 feet of clear Caribbean 
water, for example, you can expect sun- 
light apertures of about f5.6 at 1/90 sec- 
ond with level camera angles. Slightly up- 
ward angles will require about f8 and up- 
ward angles at 45 degrees will need 
about f11 to 16. These apertures provide 
adequate depth of field with wide angle 
lenses. With the Nikonos 35 mm lens, 
however, Ektachrome 100 is usually a 
better choice because you can close the 
aperture an additional two-thirds stop 
which increases depth of field. 

During our seminars, we project a wide 
angle Kodachrome slide on the left 
screen—it shows Cathy posing by a coral 
head encrusted with bright red and yel- 
low sponges and a blue water back- 
ground. Cathy points out how sharp the 
image is and how bright the colors are. 
For emphasis, she pauses while Jim refo- 
cuses the projector. Then, after everyone 
has accepted the Kodachrome blue 
background, we project an EPR slide of 
the same subject on the right screen. 
Suddenly, in comparison to the EPR 
slide, the Kodachrome bluewater back- 
ground now appears purple. The EPR 
slide looks bright and clean. 

However, the Kodachrome is sharper, 
the reds are richer, yellows and skin 
tones are warmer. Thus, if sharpness and 
brighter colors are more important to you, 
the Kodachrome slide is best. But if you 
want a slide with a clean, blue back- 
ground, the EPR slide is best. 

EPR isn’t a contrasty film. This is an 
advantage when photographing a scene 
with a brightness range of several f stops 
from the darker to the lighter areas. A 
more contrasty film will tend to lose de- 
tails in the highlights and shadows. As for 
latitude, we believe that any color slide 
film should be exposed within a half stop 
or less of the desired exposure. To in- 
crease color saturation, especially blue- 
water backgrounds, try exposing EPR at 








ISO 50 (a one-third stop underexposure). 

For close-ups of yellow sponges, white 
flamingo tongues and even red hermit 
crabs, Cathy prefers the cooler EPR color 
rendition. But for purple hermit crabs or 
the gold and purple ringed top shell, she 
prefers Kodachrome which renders the 
purple tones a reddish rather than a blu- 
ish purple. Color preference, of course, is 
a matter of personal taste. 

If you have a housed camera and mac- 
ro lens and a powerful strobe, you can 
expose EPR at about f22 or f16 with 
strobe-to-subject distances of about 9-16 
inches. With a Nikonos and close-up lens 
and a strobe-to-subject distance of one 
foot, you can expose at f16 with medium 
power strobes and f22 with high power 
strobes. For Nikonos extension tube 
work and a small medium powered 
strobe, you set the Nikonos lens for f22 
and hold the strobe about 3-6 inches 
from the subject with a 1:1 tube, about 4- 
8 inches with a 1:2 tube and about 5-9 
inches with a 1:3 tube. 

lf large color prints of wide angle, nor- 
mal angle or close-up subjects are your 
goal, use Kodachrome. But for projec- 
tion, EPR is excellent and withstands pro- 
jection (without color fading) longer than 
Kodachrome. When projected, the supe- 
rior sharpness of Kodachrome is usually 
only noticed when fine details are shown, 
such as Christmas tree worm tentacles. 

Slide shows are a major goal for us 
and all of the slides we show are dupli- 
cates unless we are comparing films on 
screen. With Kodak films, our best dupes

have always been made on Kodak Ekta- 
chrome Slide Film 5071, from Kodak EPR 
originals. Our dupes from Kodachromes 
are usually too contrasty and the blue 
backgrounds go to a washed out purple. 

EPR is designed for Kodak E-6 proc- 
essing, the system most dive resorts of- 
fer. Providing the chemicals are fresh and 
the timing and temperature control pre- 
cise, non-Kodak labs can process your 
EPR with professional quality. If you don’t 
get bright colors, change processors. If 
you are processing at home, use fresh 
photo chemicals. 

Purchase EPR at a professional cam- 
era store where the clerk must remove 
the film from the refrigerator or freezer at

| eae flocking to the Keys in un- 
precedented numbers’”’ proclaims 
a recent headline in the Miami Herald. 
This year has been the best tourist sea- 
son ever for the Florida Keys and the edi- 
torial hypothesis attributes this influx of 
visitors to improved highway access with 
significantly better bridges connecting 
the various Keys, lowered gas prices, a 
stronger national economy and a resur- 


gence of patriotism and national pride in — 


this geologically unique vacation para- 
dise. While general tourists may be just 
discovering the fun and sun which so 
characterize the Florida Keys vacation 
experience, divers and other watersports 
enthusiasts have long recognized the 
Keys as a premier destination. 

A grouping of over 200 small, flat, gen- 
erally rocky islands, the Florida Keys 
stretch some 180 miles from Biscayne 
Bay in the north to the Dry Tortugas in the 
south. On the north and west these is- 
lands are bounded by the shallow waters 
of Florida Bay and the Gulf of Mexico; to 
the east and south lies the Atlantic Ocean 
with the warm, blue waters of the Gulf 
Stream. In ancient times these islands 
were but patches of coral awash in a 
warm southern sea, but as the seas re- 
ceded they became islands as other cor- 
al reefs were formed farther offshore. 
More than any other plant, the vast man- 
grove communities surrounding most of 
the Florida Keys have served to anchor

and protect the islands from the forces of 
the sea, at the same time providing 
breeding grounds for many dazzling reef 
residents so common just offshore. 

The first residents of the then austere 
and primitive islands were the Calusa In- 
dians. While fresh water was sparse, sea 
life was abundant and these tribes 
flourished until the Spanish subjugated 
and weakened them with their alien dis- 
eases. The Spanish attempts at coloniz- 
ing Florida were generally ineffective, es- 
pecially so in the Keys, but the shipping 
lanes offshore were of great value and 
Spain maintained her interest until 1762. 
In that year British troops captured Ha- 
vana and Spain ransomed all of Florida 
for itin 1763. In 1783 Britain returned the 
region to Spain rather than have it seized 
by the young United States. In 1818, the 
United States bought all of Florida from 
Spain for $5 million. 

Many of the early settlers in the Florida 
Keys were from the Bahamas and since 
the queen conch was a food staple, these 
immigrants were derogatorily referred to 
as conchs (pronounced conks) by the 
mainlanders. The descendents of these 
settlers bear the name conch with pride 
today and Monroe County is often re- 
ferred to as the Conch Republic. 

Any historical perspective of the Flori- 
da Keys has to mention the Florida East 
Coast Railroad, since the concrete ribbon 
of highway, U.S. 1, which connects the

Florida Keys to mainland Florida, was 
built to a great extent on the bed of that 
railway. Running from Homestead to Key 
West, the railroad was an extension of a 
broader system built in the 1800s by 
Henry Flagler as a link between Florida’s 
major seaboard cities. Railroad construc- 
tion throughout the Keys began in 1904 
and took eight years to complete. For 23 
years ‘‘the railroad that went to sea’ of- 
fered an 11 hour trip from Miami to Key 
West, losing money all along the way. Fi- 
nally, in 1935 a hurricane tore up so 
much of the track that railroad officials 
elected to abandon the extension, but the 
bridges connecting the islands remained 
intact and the foundation for U.S. 1, from 
Key West to the mainland, was available. 

Motorists driving down U.S. 1 today 
are able to enjoy a safe, scenic excursion 
as a result of recent, major improvements 
to the highway. The Seven Mile Bridge, 
just south of Marathon in the Middle 
Keys, is considered the gateway to the 
Lower Keys. Until about four years ago 
the span was only two lanes wide and 
quite unnerving when an 18 wheeler bar- 
relled by in the opposite lane. But today, 
as a four lane bridge with wide shoulders 
and a gentle incline, the Seven Mile 
Bridge is more an invitation to travel than 
a deterrent. Similar improvements mark 
several of the other bridges, and while 
the route from Key Largo to Key West is 
not an expressway, traffic moves at a re- 
sonable pace. The view alternates be- 
tween areas of inexpressible beauty, with 
the brilliant green of the Florida Bay to 
one side contrasting with the aquamarine 
of the Atlantic Ocean on the other, to 
areas of tacky billboards and urban con- 
gestion. Fortunately, there is considera- 
bly more of the former than of the latter 
and the 100 mile journey from Key Largo

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to Key West will, ideally, be broken up 
with visits to the public beaches, water- 
sports concessions, restaurants or any of 
the hundreds of interesting diversions 
that dot the roadside. 

Directions in the Florida Keys can be 
confusing since many people think of the 
Keys as running due south from the main- 
land. In reality the Keys drift to the south- 
west and U.S. 1 is often running more 
east-west than north-south. However, it is 
hard to get lost as all inter-Keys transit is 
accomplished via U.S. 1. As long as you 
know the Mile Marker number of your 
destination, it is easy to find. Mile 
Markers are small, green, informational 
signs along both sides of the roadway 
with the sequence originating in front of

the Monroe County Courthouse in Key 
West with O and terminating one mile 
south of Florida City at 126. If you are 
driving along U.S. 1 and the Mile Marker 
numbers are getting larger, you are 
headed toward Miami and if the numbers 
are decreasing, you are headed toward 
Key West. The major centers of popula- 
tion are the Upper Keys, which range 
from MM 106 to 85, the Middle Keys from 
MM 55 to 45 and the Lower Keys from 
MM 12 to 0. There are resorts, dive 
stores and other businesses outside 
these general centers of commerce, of 
course, and they usually include their 
Mile Marker numbers in their address. 
They may even use the half-mile figure in 
the address, such as MM 102.5.

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Florida Keys 


Weather can be an important consider- 
ation in planning a trip to the Florida 
Keys, but average statistics can be mis- 
leading. For example, the National 
Weather Service claims the Florida Keys 
will experience 27 inches of rainfall dur- 
ing an average year and the mean annual 
temperature is 75°F. For divers, the aver- 
age underwater lateral visibility is prob- 
ably 50 feet and the average water tem- 
perature about 78°F. The average sea 
condition is a two to three foot chop. 
More importantly, there are two distinct 
seasons—summer and winter—and both 
topside and underwater average condi- 
tions are significantly different in each. 

During the winter, the average air tem- 
perature is about 71°F but afternoons 
with temperatures in the 80s are not unu- 
sual. This warm air is displaced three or 
four times during the season by short 
cold spells as northers reach down from 
Canada. During these brief interludes the 
nighttime lows may reach the low 40s, 
but the days are usually crisp and bright. 
For the most part, the winter in the Keys 
is a beautiful time and a look at headlines 
about sub-zero temperatures and 
numbing wind chills throughout the rest 
of the country reconfirms the Florida 





Keys as a sanctuary of tropical bliss. 

The winter diving season is marked by 
water temperatures that range from the 
upper 70s to a seasonal low of about 
69°F. Coral does not live in waters below 
68°F and the Florida Keys is the only 
place in the continental United States with 
water warm enough and waters clear 
enough to foster the photosynthetic pro- 
cess necessary for coral to flourish. 
When the northers pass through, with 
their accompanying high winds, the seas 
can be churned up enough so the boat 
ride to the reef can be uncomfortable and 
the visibility reduced. Fortunately, -these 
extreme conditions are not the norm and 
will pass in a few days. The traveler plan- 
ning to visit the Keys for just a day or two 
during the winter can possibly be caught 
in one of the cold fronts and experience 
less than ideal conditions. This is unfortu- 
nate because that traveler's recollection 
of Keys diving conditions is not truly rep- 
resentative. It is more appropriate to plan 
a winter visit of five to seven days. Most 
of the diving days will be quite lovely, 
some even spectacular. On a good day 
the winter water visibility can be 80 feet 
or better and the average day will feature 
40 feet. The dive operators probably 
send their dive boats out at least 330 
days per year. The Florida Keys offer 
many more activities than most other 
destinations for non-diving days. 

The summer season features air tem-

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peratures that will reach into the 90s but 
are moderated by cooling tropical 
breezes. The average temperature is just 
82°F, just about equaling the water tem- 
perature for that time of year. The sum- 
mer water temperature at the reef will 
range from the low to upper 80s. The only 
reason to wear a wetsuit is for protection 
from abrasion or sunburn. The water is 
also much clearer in the summer with 50- 
60 feet being average and occasional 
days of 100 feet plus. The seas generally 
range from flat calm to a two foot chop. 
It is quite unusual to lose a day of diving 
to weather during the summer. The con- 
sistency of excellent diving conditions 
coupled with generally lower hotel rates 
for the summer season make the Keys an 
especially attractive dive destination from 
May through September, yet the Keys are 
usually more crowded with tourists from 
December through April as thousands 
seek respite from the arctic conditions 
blanketing the North. 

While there is a distinct “‘island”’ feel to 
the Florida Keys, many of the hassles of 
foreign travel are absent. Obviously, no 
passports are required of U.S. citizens, 
the primary language will be English, the 
currency will be the U.S. dollar and the 
electrical service will be 110 volts. The 
advertising catch phrase has been ‘'the 
tropical islands you can drive to’ and be- 
cause of this easy auto access many div- 
er’s first open water experience has been 
in the Florida Keys. Because there is 
such a wide variety in experience levels, 
many of the dive stores now ask to see 
logbooks as well as certification cards. 
Most dives are in the 25-40 foot range 
and are equally exciting for novice or ex- 
perienced divers. Many operators, how- 
ever, offer more challenging dives to 
wrecks in more than 100 feet of water; 
drift dives; or all day dive safaris. For 
these special dives it is necessary to get 
a feel for a diver’s level of experience. A 
logbook might make your trip to the Flori- 
da Keys run smoother. Accommodations 


_in the Florida Keys cover a wide range in- 


cluding guest houses, condominiums, 
hotels, motels, botels, trailer parks, 
campgrounds and full resort complexes 
with an emphasis on dive/lodging pack- 
ages. Virtually any level of, or lack of, lux- 
ury, iS obtainable at correspondingly vari- 
able prices, so a call to the local dive 
store is a good way to circumvent confu- 
sion. Many of the dive stores have pack- 
ages with nearby resorts or hotels and 
can save the diver substantial amounts 
compared with booking both diving and 
lodging separately. Many of the dive 
store booking offices now feature toll free 
reservation numbers so it costs nothing 
to inquire in advance. 

The restaurants of the Florida Keys fea- 
ture even greater diversity than the ac- 
commodations. Virtually any national 
specialty such as Italian, Mexican,

fare is available everywhere. Night life is 
better developed in the Keys than it Is in 
most dive destinations, with bars (often 
featuring live entertainment), movie the- 
aters, dive store sponsored slide shows 
and barbecues, and color cable TV in 
most hotels. Each community will have 
some apres dive activities, but Key West 
features the best party potential overall. 

While diving is the largest drawing card 
to the Keys for watersports enthusiasts, 
there are ample other attractions as well. 
Anglers began fishing the Florida Keys in 
the early 1900s, especially for the tarpon 
and bonefish so prevalent in the back 
country (in the Florida Bay). In the late 
1940s offshore game fishing began to 
take off owing to improvements in boat 
design and tackle. Today, the keys are 
world renowned not only for the permit, 
bonefish and tarpon found in the flats, but 
also for sailfish, blue and white marlin, 
swordfish, grouper, snapper, amberjack, 
blackfin tuna, wahoo, mackerel, dolphin 
and even shark. 

For sailers and windsurfers, there are 
endless hours of quiet adventure navigat- 
ing the massive areas of ocean just off 
the Florida Keys. There are numerous 
public boat ramps, marinas and rental fa- 
cilities for either power or sailboats, sail- 


boards and even jet skis. Several places 


in the Keys also rent canoes, one of the 
best ways to tour the extensive mangrove 
communities surrounding the islands. On 
a day that might be too windy to dive, it 
can be both fun and educational to take 
a small boat through the labyrinth of man- 
grove canals and perhaps snorkel be- 
neath the roots. There one can find a 
complex community including blue 
crabs, juvenile angelfish, snapper, grunt, 
grouper, barracuda, rays, various spe- 
cies of sponge and invertebrate life, 
snook, Atlantic spadefish and an array of 
crustaceans. While the mangrove dive 
may not be as dramatic as the coral reef, 
it has its own very distinct beauty and at 
least a perfunctory visit should be includ- 
ed in any Keys diving itinerary. 

All along the Florida Keys, from four to 
six miles offshore, lies a magnificent cor- 
al complex fringing the edge of the conti- 
nental shelf. Few, if any, reefs are within 
swimming distance from shore and all the 
beach diver is likely to see is sand, turtle 
grass and occasional tropicals. The ex- 
ception to this occurs in the mangrove 
areas and in some instances around 
bridge pilings. However, diving around 
the bridges is rather dangerous because 
of heavy boat traffic and strong tidal cur- 
rents. For the most part, Keys diving is 
boat diving and the dive operators of the 
area have established an impressive fleet 
to transport the throngs of enthusiasts. 
The average U.S. Coast Guard approved 
dive boat in service in the Keys will range 








from 40 to 65 feet in length and accom- 
modate from 6 to 48 divers. The captains 
of these vessels will be Coast Guard li- 
censed and most of the crew these days 
are first aid and CPR trained. Most boats 
will be equipped with full dive platforms, 
freshwater camera rinse tanks, tank 
racks, sundecks, stereo, VHF radio and 
oxygen for diver safety. This is probably 
the most sophisticated fleet of dive boats 
anywhere in the world and the emphasis 
upon safety among the operators is very 
strong. The Keys Association of Dive 
Operators (KADO) is a professional or- 
ganization to which the majority of the 
dive stores and boat handlers belong and 
the establishment of uniform safety stand- 
ards is among their primary concerns. 

Divers on a Florida Keys commercial 
dive boat are usually not accompanied in 
the water by a crew member/divemaster 
as might be common in the Caribbean. 
The reason is most of the divers tend to 
spread out almost randomly over the 
Shallow reefs and it would be impossible 
to keep track of the group without institut- 
ing unrealistic discipline. It is more effi- 
cient for the captain and mate to be on 
the alert aboard the boat in the unlikely 
event that a problem should occur and a 
chase boat or in-water assistance can be 
rendered. For those wishing a more per- 
sonalized diving service, there are stores 
and boat operations which will cater to no 
more than six people. Most of the larger 
operations will have divemasters on staff 
to lead dives or conduct introductory scu- 
ba experiences. If an individualized dive 
is required, the diver should make ar- 
rangements beforehand. 

There are sophisticated specialty serv- 
ices available throughout the Keys. There 
are underwater photo specialists with 
daily E-6 processing and camera rentals, 
underwater video rentals and photo- 
graphic services, rentals of diver propul- 
sion vehicles and even an underwater 
habitat for aquanaut training. If it has to 
do with diving, it is probably available 
somewhere in the Florida Keys. The fol- 
lowing section will deal with the unique 
attractions of the Upper, Middle and the 
Lower Keys. 


UPPER KEYS 

Key Largo, Tavernier and Islamorada 
form the centers of population of the Up- 
per Keys and it is in this area that the 
heaviest concentration of dive operations 
is found. North of Key Largo, at the 
Ocean Reef Club, there is another quality 
dive operation, but this store primarily 
caters to the residents of this exclusive, 
members only complex. The stores clus- 
tered around the Key Largo and Taverni- 
er area tend to dive John Pennekamp 
Coral Reef State Park, while those nearer 
Islamorada will dive the park on occa- 
sion, but also visit high quality dive sites 
closer to home. 

Established in 1960, the area off Key 
Largo, from the shoreline to the three mile

limit, is designated as John Pennekamp 
Coral Reef State Park. The area from the 
three mile limit to the edge of the conti- 
nental shelf, six to seven miles offshore, 
is Known as the Key Largo National Ma- 
rine Sanctuary and is governed by feder- 
al statutes. The north-south boundaries of 
this marine preserve extend nearly 20 
miles and contain a protected area of 188 
square miles where it is illegal to spear- 
fish, collect shells or corals, or in any way 
damage the corals. It is OK to take lob- 
ster of legal size during the season and 
line fishing is permitted, but it is illegal to 
even possess a speargun in the park. 
There are more than 30 charter boats 
and 12 retail dive stores to cater to the 
divers and snorkelers drawn by the lure 
of this magnificent, protected marine en- 
vironment.

missions came through the gate of the 
state concession last year and perhaps 
twice that number were served by the 
other independent dive operators. More 
than 1.5 million divers, snorkelers, fisher- 
men and glassbottom boat riders used 
this resource in the past year, making 
John Pennekamp Coral Reef State Park 
one of the premier natural attractions in 
the United States. 

To protect the pristine nature of this 
reef structure, both commercial and plea- 
sure craft must be very careful where an- 
chors are dropped. At present there are 
40 mooring buoys on Molasses, French, 
The Elbow, Carysfort and Dry Rocks 
reefs and the Department of Natural Re- 
sources plans to double that number. The 
Upper Keys dive operators are also very 
actively seeking to acquire a derelict ves- 
sel to sink as an artificial reef both north 
and south of the park boundaries. This 
would serve the dual function of creating 
an exciting new dive site as well as re- 
duce traffic to the more fragile coral sites

In seeking to tour all of Pennekamp, it 
is important to appreciate the sheer size 
of the park. Also, it is impractical for a 
dive operator located at the north end of 
the park to travel to the reefs at the south 
end on a half day trip, just as it is imprac- 
tical for the operators at the south end to 
venture north. They may do so on occa- 
sion, but the majority of diving for any 
store will be done on the reefs closest to 
home. There is excellent diving through- 
out the park. In the following paragraphs 
I'll describe the better known of the 
Pennekamp reefs. 

At the northern boundary of the park 
and marked by a huge 125 foot steel tow- 
er is Carysfort Reef. Named for the Brit- 
ish vessel HMS Carysfort, which 
grounded on the reef in 1770, Carysfort 
is sometimes described as having a dou- 
ble reef configuration with a heavy con- 
centration of elkhorn, staghorn, brain and 
star corals in the shallows near the light, 
but as the depth increases these tend to 
thin out. A sandy bottom with an occa- 
sional sponge and soft corals occurs at 
about 35 feet; then there is a fairly precip- 
itous drop down to about 65 feet. Here 
there is a large staghorn colony, as well 
as lettuce corals. A sand channel per- 
haps 100 feet wide separates this reef 
from a second that rises to about 35 feet 
before sloping off on the seaward side. 
Exceptionally large pufferfish are found in 
this area as well as porkfish, schooling

forests and large star coral heads nearly 
break the surface. This is a good area to 
view juvenile and intermediate species of 
the more common Caribbean tropicals 
and there may be shells in the sand near 
the turtle grasses (although shell collect- 
ing is forbidden within the park). 
French Reef is best characterized by 
its swim-through caves and large stands 
of elkhorn coral. The caves generally 
have openings three to four feet high, 
carved out of limestone rock and are not 
always readily apparent if you don't know 
where to look. The mooring buoy system 
on French is a guide as there are interest- 
ing caves or undercuts near each of the 
buoys. In addition to the copper sweep- 
ers in the caves, French also has several 
resident green and spotted morays, Nas- 


sau, black and marbled grouper, pork- 
fish, yellowtail and snapper. 

Molasses is among the best known 
reefs in the Florida Keys, partially owing 
to the 50 foot steel tower marking the 
shallows, but mostly because of the 
spectacular coral structures and bountiful 
marine life inhabiting its sour and groove 
formations. Molasses was thrust into the 
national consciousness earlier this year 
when the freighter Wel/wood ran aground 
and caused severe, but fortunately local- 
ized, damage to a portion of it. That small 
area of the very large total reef is now re- 
stricted to divers as scientists experiment 
with coral regeneration programs and 
track the ability of that reef area to survive 
the trauma. The majority of the reef is as 
it always was prior to the grounding; 
beautiful high profile corals, with massive 
schools of grunt and snapper, an ancient 
windlass from an old sailing vessel, an 
encrusted Spanish anchor, inquisitive an- 
gelfish, moray eels and groups of four to

We sell fun aboard Innerspace I 
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seven scrawled filefish willing to gently 
take turns feeding from the diver’s hand. 

Just off Molasses, in about 55 feet of 
water, is a recent wreck of a 50 foot sail- 
ing vessel. While this site would not satis- 
fy a group of divers for long, since there 
is little of interest in the bottom nearby, it 
is beginning to attract schooling fish and 
grouper. Some of the dive operators are 
also offering drift dives in 60 to 80 feet of 
water off the deep end of Molasses or a 
deep dive off Carysfort or the Benwood 
to provide some variety to the typical 
Pennekamp dive profile. 

The fine diving in the Upper Keys is not 
confined to the park, however. There are 
very professional dive operations in both 
Tavernier and Islamorada, servicing a 
whole range of interesting dive sites in- 
cluding deep and shallow reefs, wrecks, 
drift dives and even an interesting artifi- 
cial reef comprised of discarded bridge 
rubble. Since the diving outside the park 
is not restricted, it is possible to spearfish 
or collect shells, however, coral collec- 
tion is illegal and absolutely prohibited. 

Pickles Reef is just two miles south- 
west of Molasses Reef in 10-25 feet of 
water. Within these shallow waters are 
ample photographic subjects including 
flamingo tongue cowries, nudibranchs, 
pufferfish, spotted drums, juvenile and 
adult angelfish and barracuda. The grass 
flats on the back side of Pickles are com- 
mon grazing grounds for the queen 
conch and occasionally the dive boats 
will take charters to this area to collect 
conch for a post dive party. 

Another of the shallow reefs, in this 
case only three miles from the shoreline, 
is Hens and Chickens. Comprised of a 
collection of high profile star coral heads 
rising from a depth of 25 feet to within 
seven feet of the surface, Hens and 
Chickens is densely adorned with soft 
corals and seafans, encrusting sponges 
and the remains of an old steel wreck. 
Snook and Atlantic spadefish are often 
seen among the coral crannies of this 
reef, as well as the more common and 
colorful Caribbean reef tropicals. 

Conch Reef has a shallow area 
stretching about a mile along the outer 
reef line with depths in the 35 foot range. 
It is typified by spur and groove coral for- 
mations interspersed by barrel sponges 
and especially large seafans and exciting 
fish populations. However, it is the adja- 
cent Conch Wall that is perhaps the 
more impressive. Dropping from 60 feet 
to 105 feet at about a 70 degree angle, 
the Conch Wall is rich with large barrel 
sponges and gorgonians that feed on the 
plankton borne along in the steady cur- 
rents. Eagle rays, turtles and an occa- 
sional shark are often sighted here, as 
well as the queen and blue angelfish, trig- 
gerfish, grouper and other tropicals com- 
prising the daily resident population. 
Many of the boats work the Conch Wall 
as a drift dive to maximize the amount of 
territory available. 








Crocker Reef is another popular dive 
site for boats operating out of the Taverni- 
er or Islamorada area. The boats often 
anchor in about 55 feet of water above a 
sort of coral cliff. The top of the reef con- 
sists of spur and groove coral with the 
sandy trenches running parallel to the 
reef line and gently sloping from a depth 
of 35 to 50 feet. From this point the reef 
drops almost vertically to 80 feet, provid- 
ing interesting relief for wide angle pho- 
tos, especially with the large barrel 
sponges, seafans and deep water gor- 
gonians to provide color accents. It is not 
unusual to see turtles, grouper, spotted 
eagle rays, hogfish and schools of mut- 
ton snapper populating this impressive 
dive site. 

The Cannabis Cruiser is a favorite of 
wreck diving aficionados, sitting upright 
in the sand at 110 feet with its cargo of 
marijuana still in the holds and its hull and 
superstructure adorned by spiny oysters, 
decorator crabs and sponges. There are 
also schooling jacks, grouper and a resi- 
dent jewfish that are willing photographic 
subjects. The Gully, nearby Alligator 
Light, is a fascinating second dive, shal- 
low in depth and featuring magnificent 
schools of fish beneath the coral ledges. 

In Islamorada the discarded sections of 
the Snake Creek Bridge were intention- 
ally dumped in 105 feet of water in 1984. 
Already there are massive schools of 
snapper and grunt, lobster, porgies, an- 
gelfish, grouper and stingrays. It is sort of 
eerie to dive among the guard rails, con- 
crete rubble and upright, two lane high- 
way reaching toward the surface, but it is 
the abundant marine life that makes the 
dive truly exciting. 


MIDDLE KEYS 
The islands between Long Key and the 
Seven Mile Bridge make up the Middle 
Keys, with the community of Marathon, 
on Vaca Key, the largest center of popu- 
lation. The second largest community in 
the Keys (after Key West), Marathon fea-

tures an air strip with daily commercial 
service from Miami, numerous motels 
and resorts, excellent restaurants and a 
number of very professional dive opera- 
tions. The dive shops in Marathon, as in 
the Upper and Lower Keys, specialize in 
half-day dive charters to the reef, that 
tend to cater to a wider variety of interests 
than might be typical of shops in the 
Pennekamp area. In addition to general 
diving or U/W photography, spearfishing 
and shell collecting are popular and, of 
course, the whole range of instructional 
programs from resort courses to scuba 
instructor certifications are obtainable. 

In addition to the dive centers clustered 
around the Marathon area, between MM 
40 and 50, there is also a new profes- 
sional dive concession operating out of 
the Hawk’s Cay Resort north of the city at 
MM 61 and there are several shops in the 
Big Pine Key area around MM 30. 

Near Marathon is the swingspan of the 
Old Seven Mile Bridge, which sits in 
115 feet of water on a sand bottom, but 
rises to within 40 feet of the surface. In- 
tentionally placed here, it makes a mag- 
nificent artificial reef. The swingspan had 
metal gears that are presently encrusted 
with all sorts of soft corals. The entire 
structure is rich with spiny oysters and 
sponges. The marine life is excellent as 
this rubble has been down for several 
years now. While the visibility is often 
marginal because of tidal flows from the 
bayside, when it is clear it is spectacular. 
And, even when it is stirred up and turbid, 
the marine life and potential for macro 
photography make it one of the very spe- 
cial Middle Keys dive sites. 

The most heavily dived area offshore 
Marathon is Sombrero Reef. Marked by 
a 142 foot high navigational tower, with 
beacon, about five miles off the south- 
western tip of Vaca Key, Sombrero Reef 
is easily accessible to pleasure craft un- 
able to locate some of the other reefs. But 
ease of location is hardly the sole attrac- 
tion, for dive operators intimate with the 
whole range of dive sites often choose 
Sombrero as one of their favorite shallow 
dives. Depths range from just a few 
inches below the surface at low tide to 
about 30 feet. The staghorn, elkhorn, pil- 
lar, brain and star corals that make up the 
reef grow in fingers pointing toward the 
surge of the open ocean. The dense ma- 
rine life encountered here includes 
schools of goatfish and grunt, barracuda, 
jacks, trumpetfish, rays, etc. There are 
hundreds of cleaning stations in the Som- 
brero Reef area and these are excellent 
opportunities to get close to otherwise 
skittish fish. 

Only one mile east of Sombrero is 
Delta Shoals, with a shallow reef at 25 
feet. To the south, toward the open 











ocean, the reef slopes off to more than 
100 feet, with an older reef of hard 
corals, barrel sponges and gorgonians. 
Healthy populations of tropical fish may 
be found in both the shallow and deeper 
portions of the reef but the larger snapper 
and grouper so prized by the spearfisher- 
men are generally found in the greater 
depths. In the shallows shoreward of the 
reef are great grassy flats that are home 
to the queen conch. Even farther toward 
the shore and Hawk Channel, in 35 to 45 
feet of water, the larger helmet conch 
may be found. 

North and slightly east of Delta Shoal 
and on the north side of Hawk Channel is 
East Washerwoman Shoal. While this 
shallow reef formation is a little too close 
to shore for consistently good visibility, 
the coral formations are superior and the 
populations of juvenile and mature tropi- 
cals are most impressive. A little more 
than five miles northeast of the East 
Washerwoman Shoal Light is an area 
known as Coffins Patch. In reality, it is 
a collection of six distinct reefs, each with 
its own dominant species of coral. The 
pillar coral of the area is perhaps the 
most impressive, sometimes rising eight 
to ten feet above the sandy ocean floor. 
It is apparent that in earlier times even 
taller specimens grew, for they are occa- 
sionally truncated and regenerating to- 
day, a testament to the wanton reef de- 
struction that occurred before it became 
illegal to harvest corals. In the deeper wa- 
ters that edge toward the Gulf Stream 
from Coffins Patch are scattered, but 
huge, high profile coral formations and 
basket sponges. 

Marathon has perhaps 30 very fine 
dive sites visited with regularity by the lo- 
cal stores. One of the beauties of the area 
is that, except for Sombrero Reef, it is un- 
likely that another dive boat will be on the 
same reef. Crowds are lighter, diving ac- 
tivities more varied and service perhaps 
more personalized as compared with 
Pennekamp Park. 

Looe Key is a long boat ride for dive 
shops based in the Marathon area, but 
when the conditions are ideal, the boats 
will sometimes take all day charters to 
this spectacular marine sanctuary. The 
dive stores in Big Pine Key feature much 
shorter boat runs to Looe Key and dive 
these reefs daily, making Big Pine Key 
the best base of operations for a Looe 
Key excursion. 

The reef was named for the HMS Looe, 
a frigate run hard aground in 1744 ona 
small sandy key adjacent to the reef. The 
key has since been swept away by a hur- 
ricane. In 1951 a salvage expedition re- 
covered most of the artifacts from the 
wreck. The remaining reef is a perfect ex- 
ample of the spur and groove reef system 
and is one of the most beautiful, varied 
and prolific reefs in all the Keys. Approxi- 
mately 200 by 800 yards, the reef is basi- 
cally Y-shaped with depths to 100 feet 
and the best of the diving occurring in 10

ground in the area and gave it the name 
of Cayo Hueso (Bone Island) and from 
this came the anglicized Key West. In 
1822 the Spaniard who owned Key West 
sold it for $2,000 to John Simonton, who 
then sold three-quarters of his interests to 
John Whitehead, John Fleeming and Par- 
don Greene. These four built the first 
homes, shops and warehouses along the 
natural harbor (today’s Front and Wall 
Streets). The first industry of those early 
days was wrecking, i.e. salvaging, rescu- 
ing people and cargoes from the ships 
run aground on the treacherous, un- 
marked and unlighted reefs. Though 
wrecking remained the main industry for 
many years and attracted settlers from 
the mainland, the Bahamas and Europe, 
the industry declined with the lighthouse 
construction program after the 1830s. 
Other early industries included salt mak- 
ing by evaporation of seawater, but that 
too collapsed after the Civil War owing to 
a lack of slave labor. Cigar making was 
an important industry for a time, as was 
fishing and the ship chandlery business.

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Sponging and pineapple growing and 
canning added to the local economy until 
Key West had the highest per capita in- 
come of any city in Florida. 

The boom went bust after World War | 
as wrecking was finished, Hawaiian 
pineapples took over the market, a blight 
killed many of the sponges and labor 
troubles moved the cigar industry to Tam- 
pa. Shipping fell off because the ships 
now had refrigeration, radios and petro- 
leum engines. The Great Depression re- 
moved much of the military and govern- 
ment presence and when the 1935 hurri- 
cane struck, wiping out the Overseas 
Railroad, Key West became dependent 
on the Federal Emergency Relief pro- 
gram and other such agencies. 

With the completion of the Overseas 
Highway in 1938 and the freshwater 
pipeline in 1942, the stage was set for 
Key West’s strongest economy ever, one 
based on tourism. To tour Key West to- 
day reveals no throwback to hard times. 
In fact the city is vibrant and exciting. The 
spring break college kids have discov- 
ered the quaint charms, uncrowded 
beaches and superior nightlife; and this 
year Key West is enjoying heavy family 
business. Diving is but one aspect of a to- 
tal vacation package available with a Key 
West destination including shopping in 
unusual gift stores, touring historical 
landmarks with fascinating architecture, 
dining on outstanding local and seafood 
Cuisine and enjoying a complete and var- 
ied nightlife. 

Among the favorite Key West dive 
sites, Sand Key is certainly the most visi- 
ble and frequently dived. Marked by a 
large conical lighthouse, Sand Key is 
comprised more of ground up coral and 
small shells than powdery sand and with 
every winter storm or hurricane the con- 
figuration changes slightly. The reef is 
typical of many of the shallow Lower 
Keys reefs, i.e. the spur and groove of 
rock or coral fingers alternating with sand 
gullies with depths from 5 to 25 feet. 
Some sections of the reef are predomi- 
nantly staghorn and elkhorn coral, where- 
as fire coral abounds elsewhere. Visibility 
at Sand Key can depend on tides, wind 
and wave action, and can range from 20 
to 100 feet, however, an average expec- 
tation is 30-40 feet. 

Rock Key, Eastern Dry Rocks and 
Western Dry Rocks are all popular 
among the dive charter boats in the area 
with Rock Key and Eastern Dry Rocks ad- 
jacent to each other about one to one and 
one-half miles east of Sand Key. Western 
Dry Rocks is about three miles to the 
west of Sand Key. Each reef has its own 
personality, but Rock Key and Eastern 
Dry Rocks have a zone of coral nearly 
awash at low tide and long fingers alter- 
nating with sand gullies to seaward. It is 
common to see lobster, conch, seashells 
of several varieties and lots of tropical 
fish in the maximum 35 foot depths. And, 
in addition, there is the possibility of find- 








ing artifacts from several 19th century 
wrecks. Western Dry Rocks is also of the 
spur and groove configuration but will 
drift off to seaward in deeper water, the 
depth range being from about 5 to 120 
feet along a gradual slope. There are nu- 
merous crevices and caves throughout 
the area and lobster, blackbar soldierfish, 
spotted drum, copper sweepers, moray 
eels and many of the species typically 
found hiding in coral recesses will be 
found here. Certain times of the year it 
may be possible to see sharks, large 
jacks, permit and huge grouper. On oc- 
casion the visibility here can be among 
the best in the Lower Keys. 

There are three Sambo reefs, Eastern, 
Middle and Western and these are popu- 
lar dive destinations. Western Sambo 
has the typical Keys shallow reef configu- 
ration of high profile hard corals with sea-

fans, encrusting sponges and lots of trop- 
ical fish. It is further distinguished by the 
wreck of the Aquanaut sitting upright in 


75 feet of water at the edge of the Gulf 


Stream. The Aquanaut was the former 
workboat of local commercial salvor Chet 
Alexander, sunk intentionally as an artifi- 
cial reef. Now-it has attracted schools of 
mahogany snapper, bigeyes, goatfish, 
angelfish and plenty of macro subjects 
coat the hull. The wreck is wooden, how- 
ever, and has steadily deteriorated over 
the years. 

Eastern Sambo is characterized by 
small coral heads and ledges and is one 
of the more popular destinations at the 
start of lobster season. Middle Sambo 
has the more defined reef structure 
around 30 feet and then from 30-60 feet 
is a fairly precipitous drop-off to seaward. 
The Ten Fathom Ledge is nearby and is 
a common site to find grouper or the oc- 
casional shark.

in two sections in the Gulf of Mexico near 
the entrance to Northwest Channel. Parts 
of the wreck are awash and the maxi- 
mum depth for any of the wreck is only 
30 feet. It is home to tremendous quanti- 
ties of fish. It is not dived often, though, 
because visibility is often poor and will 
average only 25 to 30 feet. However, 
when the weather is kicked up on the At- 
lantic side, the wreck of the Alexander 
can be a very productive alternative. The 
hull is adorned with various macro sub- 
jects. Atlantic spadefish, porkfish, grou- 
per, hogfish, angelfish and various 
snappers are the regular residents. 

Consider the above merely a small 
sampling of the excellent diving available 
in the Florida Keys. The Keys are a Seri- 
Ous diver’s destination, but you don’t 
have to be a serious diver to enjoy them. 
There is fine dining, fishing, beach- 
combing, boardsailing, sailing, mangrove 
exploration, shopping and plenty of

he southern section of the United States may have clear 

water and coral reefs; the West Coast may have kelp for- 
ests and sea lions; but the East Coast, from Maine to North 
Carolina, has its own undersea celebrity, the North American 
lobster (Homarus americanus). This clawed crustacean has 
been the unwilling guest of honor at more seafood dinner 
parties than almost any other species of underwater life. Yet, 
very few people know how the lobster lives, what it eats, or 
how it survives in the undersea community. 

During the daylight hours, lobsters are found in their usual 
positions, facing the entrance to their lairs with claws at the 
ready and antennae swaying to and fro like an underwater ra- 
dar detection system. They seem to retreat at the slightest 
movement by a diver. Why do they react so quickly? Is it keen 
eyesight that warns the crustacean? 

A lobster has an eye that is very similar to that of a fly. It is 
compound, made up of thousands of tiny facets or little eyes, 
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which are extremely sensitive to light, as evidenced by the lob- 
ster’s nocturnal roaming habits. Although very sensitive, sight 
seems to be the lobster’s poorest sense. To compensate for 
this, Mother Nature has bestowed on the crustacean other sen- 
sory devices to alert it to impending danger. 

These functions are similar to smell, hearing and touch, and 
are honed to a high degree of sensitivity. Now, we all know a 
lobster has no ears, so how can it hear? On nearly every part 
of the lobster’s body are tiny hairs that sense movement in the 
water and transmit the data to the lobster’s nervous system, 
much the same way the human ear senses sound waves in the 
air stream. This same sensory system is used in orientation and 
navigation. Hairs on the tips of its legs provide the lobster with 
information about the terrain it is traversing. In many ways, the 
lobster operates as a blind person would, feeling its way over 
and around many irregularities on the ocean bottom. While 
hearing and touch are recorded by the tiny, bristle-like hairs,

the lobster’s keenest sense is that of smell. It accomplishes this 
through tiny chemical receptors on various parts of its body. 
Remaining down current, the lobster samples the water for 
scents of enemies or possible food sources, reacting quickly 
to information. Lobsters can even communicate with each oth- 
er by releasing chemicals into the water. 

The lobster diver is usually equipped with a powerful under- 
water light to scan dark holes and crevices. This must be done 
very carefully as too much light entering the lobster’s hole will 
be recorded by the light sensitive eyes and it will back deeper 
into its lair, out of the diver’s reach. Once the lobster is found, 
the diver must plunge his/her hand blindly into the hole and 
grab hold of the crustacean. The claws must be pinned down 
before they can exert their powerful crushing pressure on the 
hand. The trapped lobster must then be extracted. The lobster 
retreats with amazing speed. 

Those lobsters unfortunate enough to be grabbed by a diver 


have another life saving ploy that can be utilized. At the tip of 
the lobster’s head is an appendage called a horn or beak. 
When the lobster fears that it will be dragged from its home, it 
arches its back and lodges the horn into the roof of the hole. 
The animal can become almost impossible to remove without 
using both hands or pushing the head down. Sound simple? 
The majority of the time, a diver is working in a hole barely larg- 
er than his/her arm and the hand of that arm is usually an invit- 
ing target for the large crusher claw of the lobster. Muffled 
screams escaping from broken air bubbles on the surface have 
signaled topside observers that man has once again met his 
match. Many lobsters have regained their freedom during one 
of these indelicate maneuvers. 

If all other means of escape prove futile, the tenacious crus- 
tacean relies on its ace in the hole, locomotion. Unfortunately 
for the lobster, this means of escape only works with novice 
hunters. A lobster can move through the water with amazing 
speed by flexing its abdominal muscles and snapping the end 
of its tail underneath its body. This snapping motion, combined 
with the shape of the lobster’s tail, moves it backward through 
the water rapidly. A number of novice hunters have attempted 
to put lobsters into mesh bags claws first and have stared in 
amazement as the animal propelled itself backward out of the 
bag and into the depths. 

Another interesting weapon in the lobster’s diverse arsenal 
is an unusual ability for it to shed a claw at will. This occurs 
near the second or double joint, where the claw is the smallest. 
This can be done during molting when the lobster has difficulty 
withdrawing from the claw and can also be done when threat- 
ened by an enemy. Fear not for the poor lobster, for within 
three molts the claw will have been regenerated to its formida- 
ble former self. 

Distinction between the male and female lobster is an easy 
task accomplished by turning the crustacean over and looking 
at the first set of swimmerettes on the tail. These appendages 
are found directly to the rear of the last set of walking legs. On 
the female, the swimmerettes are soft and feathery while the 
male displays hard and bony projections. 

The lobster’s diet consists of clams, mussels, snails, marine 
worms, some seaweed, starfish and fish when they can be 
captured. One of the favorite meals of the lobster is the rock 
crab (Cancer irroratus). This crab is a feisty little fellow who will 
rear up and defend itself. This fighting position, although brave, 
provides the lobster with many flaying appendages to grasp. 
A close relative of the rock crab, the Jonah crab (Cancer bore- 
alis) is not favored by the lobster because when threatened, 
the crab will tuck in its appendages and settle into the bottom, 
giving the lobster very little to hold onto. 

Besides codfish, man is the major predator of lobsters. The 
current lobster laws in most Northeastern states require that a 
lobster be at least three and three sixteenths inches in length 
from the end of the eye socket to the beginning of the tail be- 
fore it can be kept. Studies show female lobsters are not ripe 
for mating until they reach a length of three and three-quarter 
inches. This may be the cause for the decrease in average size 
of commercially caught lobsters over the last few decades. 
More laws are being introduced each year to control the num- 
ber and size of lobsters that can be taken. Sport divers can do 
their part in lobster preservation by not taking shorts and by im- 
mediately returning egg-bearing females to the site from which 
they were taken. 

There is nothing quite like the adrenalin that pumps through 
the body during the hunt for the clawed crustacean and there 
is nO comparison in the taste between freshly caught and store 
bought lobster. > 
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ust before daylight on March 14, 1886 

the Cunard liner Oregon, bound for 
New York City from Liverpool, England 
was some 70 miles east of her destina- 
tion. The weather was clear, but off in the 
fading darkness a schooner was on a 
collision course with the 520 foot long 
steamship. At 4:30 am the unseen 


schooner struck the Oregon amidship, 
ripping a large hole in her side. Eight 
hours later the vessel was on the bottom 
in 120 feet of water, about 15 miles south 
of Moriches Inlet, Long Island. 

Even though shipwrecks were relative- 
ly commonplace in the 19th century, the 
sinking of the Oregon received special at-

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Even though she displaced over 7,000 
tons, she was capable of nearly 19 knots 
and set a record for the shortest transat- 
lantic crossing. Launched in 1883, she 
was purchased the next year by the 
Cunard Line when Guion went bankrupt. 

Although there were many conflicting 
accounts. of the sinking, it was generally 
accepted that the Oregon was rammed 
by a schooner. One of the passengers 
said she saw a red light and what she 
thought to be a sail through her cabin 
window. Several officers reported the 
sudden appearance of a bright light that 
disappeared only to reappear at the time 
of the collision. It was therefore surmised 
that, even though the evening was clear, 
the schooner was unseen because she 
approached the Oregon nearly head-on 
with head sails obscuring the starboard 
lights. That the Oregon was struck by 
another ship was supported by divers, 
sent down a month after the sinking. They 
reported scratches, as if made by the 
fluke of an anchor, stretching the length 
of the Oregon aft the hole in her port side. 

The schooner was not seen after the 
collision and there was no wreckage. The 
force of the collision (the Oregon was 
steaming at 18 knots) no doubt sent the 
schooner quickly to the bottom. Its identi- 
ty has never been established, although 
the schooner Charles Morse was report- 
ed missing that night. 

Shortly after the collision, a heavy can- 
vas was thrown over the hole in the Ore- 
gon's side to stop the inrushing water. 
The attempi failed, dooming the Ore- 
gon—even though the liner had watertight 
doors, the breach occurred through her 
largest compartment, which could simply 
hold too much water. Accordingly, Cap- 
tain Coltier, commander of the Oregon, 
had his ship’s course changed so as to 
ground her on Fire Island. Before much 
progress could be made, however, the 
boilers flooded. 

The Oregon sank so slowly that before 
the passengers had to abandon ship they 
were served coffee and tea and had plen- 
ty of time to dress for the 32°F chill. A pi- 
lot boat and a schooner arrived shortly af- 
ter the Oregon began sending up distress 
rockets. Seventeen hundred passengers 
and crew were first transferred to these 
two boats and then to the German ship 
Fulda. No deaths were reported. 

In 1893 it was reported that an attempt 
was going to be made to raise the Ore- 
gon. Rubber bags were to be placed in- 
side the hull and then pumped full of air. 
If the plan was carried out, it was unsuc- 
cessful, for today the Oregon is one of 
Long Island’s premier wreck dives. Al- 
though the diamonds she carried were 
removed before she sank, over the years, 
the Oregon has yielded a variety of arti- 
facts, most notably fine china stamped 
with the Cunard label. Many interesting 
items remain to be found. In any case, 
diving the Oregon is an experience few 
ever forget. >

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Drama and High Adventure in Hood Canal

t was a normal day at Keyport Naval 

Torpedo Station, Keyport, Washington, 
where | worked with 12 other Navy div- 
ers. Our main job was the recovery of tor- 
pedoes fired on the base testing ranges. 
It was late in the afternoon and | was try- 
ing to think of a way to convince John 
Lankford, the master diver and my boss, 
to let me off early to do something like cut 
my grass or wax my truck. Then the 
phone rang. 

The caller reported that a ferry boat on 
the Hood Canal had turned over and our 
help was needed to rescue people still 
trapped inside. The word spread quickly. 
All the Keyport divers heard John say we 
would need our commanding officer's 
authorization to get involved. He told us 
he didn’t have all of the facts yet and di- 
rected us to start packing for the worst. 
Each diver grabbed his own flight bag— 
always packed and ready for emergen- 
cies. These contain all the equipment 
needed for scuba diving except the tank. 
The diving locker held two trucks that 
were loaded with tanks, gear, ropes, un- 
derwater lights, air compressors and 
hundreds of feet of diver’s air hose. This 
latter was taken just in case we could 
pump air into the spaces where people 
might be trapped. 

All of this was completed in the five 
minutes it took to get the word back from 
our commanding officer to go. Another 
call provided us with more information. 
The overturned craft wasn’t a ferry but, 
instead, a large tug that had been push- 
ing a car barge. We were asked to wait 
until a highway patrol car came to lead us 
to the scene. 

The Navy vehicle we were using at the 
time was a large van and the highway pa- 
trol kept leaving us far behind. At every 
traffic light we would find our escort wait- 
ing, lights flashing. 

It was about ten miles to the ferry land- 
ing and as our driver tried to set speed 
records the nine of us tried to get into our 
wetsuits in the back of the bouncing van. 

As we piled out of the van at the ferry 
landing we could see the bottom of the 
tug drifting out toward the center of the 
canal. The main propeller shaft was bro- 
ken and the large propeller missing. 

Because the tug was so far from shore, 
most of our gear and all of the air hose 
were completely useless. Each man 
grabbed his own bag, a set of scuba 
tanks and headed for the water. At the 


ferry landing there were several small 
boats that had come up the canal from 
the Bangor submarine base. We quickly 
loaded our gear into the closest boat and 
headed toward the overturned tug. 

As we arrived alongside, John took re- 
ports from a man who had seen the tug 
roll over when struck by the large, 100 
car barge it was pushing. He said there 
was someone trapped inside and he had 
been exchanging tap signals with the 
person through the hull. John then talked 
to a civilian diver who reported he had 
been aboard a tug identical to this one 
and knew how to get to the trapped man. 
The last report came from a member of 
the tug crew who had jumped clear as 
the tug rolled over. He told us that there 
were two missing men. 

Everything began to happen very 
quickly then. John turned to me and sim- 
ply said ‘‘get suited up.’ | entered the 
water and swam over to my partner, the 
civillan diver who had said he knew how 
to reach the trapped man | was very un- 
happy about diving on any job as poten- 
tially dangerous as this one with a partner 
| knew nothing about. However, the man 
turned out to be Carl Sheats, a diver | 
knew to be very experienced. 

Carl told me that the best way in should 
be through the side door of the tug. We 
signaled John we were going down, so 
he could start our time. He gave us the 
OK and we headed for the door. Visibility 
wasn’t very good. We found the door 
easily but couldn't get it to open. It must 
have jammed or locked on the inside. We 
headed back to the surface where we 
told John that way was no good and we 
would next try the door behind the large 
towing winch on the tug’s stern. John 
gave us a line to take down and use as 
a guide to find our way back out. 

It proved to be a very tight squeeze be- 
hind the winch to get to the door but Carl 
got in and managed to open the door. We 
now realized there was no way we could 
swim the safety line through the tight 
Spaces, since we were already totally 
tangled up and not even inside yet. 

Back on the surface we reported to 
John that we didn't want to use the line 
and picked up some extra gear. We took 
two underwater lights, which Carl would 
Carry since he was leading the way. | 
would carry a spare scuba tank and reg- 
ulator to strap onto whoever we found in- 
side the engine room, our destination.

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TUG RESCUE 


As soon as Carl entered the galley 
through the after hatch the lights he was 
carrying flashed across the face of one of 
the missing crew. The man was floating 
upright, dead. | immediately gave Carl 
what | figured was a standard Navy signal 
in this case by grabbing his leg and giv- 
ing him a good shake. Carl turned to see 
what | wanted and | pointed toward the 
body. Carl shook his head yes and turned 
to swim into the galley, right past the 
body. He was one really cool man, | 
thought to myself. 

lt was very hard to swim through the in- 
side of the tug because it was dark and 
there was junk floating everywhere. It felt 
strange to see the tables on the ‘‘ceiling’’ 
and the overhead lights on the ‘‘floor.’’ 

We moved through the tug pushing 
canned goods, wires and fallen paneling 
out of our way. As | didn’t have a light, | 
stayed so close to Carl that the tips of his 
fins kept hitting me in the face. As we left 
the galley the passageway we went down 
was sO narrow we could just barely fit 
through it with all our gear on. 

Carl turned and pulled himself up a 
very small passageway that used to lead 
down to the engine room. | was now 
Starting to feel very closed in and with 
each turn or doorway we passed | made 
a mental note of just where | was at all 
times, knowing my memory was going to 
be my only safety line out of there. 

| followed Carl up into the air pocket 
that was the bilge of the engine room. As 
my head came up into the air the first 
thing | realized was | couldn't see very 
well. As | removed my mask | found it was 
covered with a thick coating of oil. 

Carl had pulled himself up into the 
space to make room for me to get my 
head up into the small air pocket. | kept 
my legs in the passageway just in case 
we had to get out in a hurry. Carl later told 
me that when he first came up into the air 
pocket with the dive lights in front of him 
the lone surviving crew member, who 
had been in total darkness, shouted 
‘What the hell is that?’’ Carl answered by 
introducing himself. 

The trapped man, Scotty, said when he 
first saw the lights he thought the tug was 
on fire. He had been screaming to the 
people on the outside not to cut through 
the hull with a torch because the air in- 
side was thick with fuel fumes. He said 
that at this point all he needed to round 
out his day was a good fire. 

Carl and | were making small talk with 
Scotty to keep us all calm while we or- 
ganized for the trip out. The first thing 
Carl asked Scotty was ‘‘where is your 
friend?’’ Then | knew why Carl had been 
so cool back in the galley with the body— 
he hadn't seen it! | knew this was not the 
time to tell Scotty that the other crew 








member had died, closer to the outside 
than he was right now. 

We told Scotty that we had come to 
take him out of the tug but he said he 
would rather wait for some other way. We 
soon found out that Scotty couldn’t swim. 
We told him that he would not have to 
swim, just breathe. 

As we talked we strapped Scotty into 
the spare diving gear and explained how 
everything worked. As we tried out the 
equipment we ran into our first problem; 
Scotty had no teeth! He would need his 
teeth to hold the regulator in his mouth. | 
told Scotty to just use both of his hands 
to hold the regulator in. | told him | would 
hold onto him firmly so he would always 
know | was with him. | told him that it was 
very important to let me do all of the work 
as we moved through the tug and to nev- 
er reach out and grab anything. | was 
afraid he might panic and latch onto 
something | wouldn't be able to get him 
away from. 

| backed down into the passageway to 
wait for Scotty. When | was in the right 
position | reached up and gave his leg a 
hard squeeze. Twice his legs came down 
to me but both times he kicked away and 
went back up into the air space with Carl. 
| waited below, knowing that Carl was try- 
ing to calm Scotty down enough to try 
one more time. 

Suddenly | was in total darkness. My 
light had gone out! | tried to fix it by bang- 
ing it against the wall, with no results. Just 
as | was saying to myself, ‘“What next?” 
My regulator began to freeflow. It was 
freeflowing so badly it was completely 
blown out of my mouth. | quickly reached 
back to where the regulator was connect- 
ed to my tank and followed the hose back 
to the mouthpiece. With one hand | held 
the mouthpiece in place as | reached 
over my head, hoping that if | turned off 
the air and turned it back on again my 
regulator would reseat itself. It didn't 
work so | opened my tank valve just 
enough to let a little air through. 

Things were definitely not going ac- 
cording to plan. | had to get back up into 
the air space myself. But now Scotty had 
his legs in my way. | just pushed my way 
up, with Scotty sitting on top of me. 

Once back up inside | told Carl that 
things weren't going very well and that | 
was going to go back out to get a new 
regulator and light before we could pro- 
ceed farther. | also realized that Scotty 
was having such a hard time because we 
hadn’t brought in a facemask for him. 
Diving without a facemask is very simple 
for the experienced diver but very hard 
for the beginner. Scotty kept getting wa- 
ter up his nose and that is what kept him 
kicking away from me. 

After leaving the last working dive light 
with Carl and Scotty | dropped back 
down into the passageway and started 
moving aft. | felt my way along trying to 
remember every turn and doorway until | 
worked my way back to the galley. Once

there | could see the light from the after 
door. | could also see the body of the oth- 
er crewman right where | had left him. | 
thought about taking him out and up with 
me but | wasn’t sure | could squeeze him 
past the winch and | didn't want to waste 
any time getting the new gear and getting 
back to Carl. 

Outside, as | hung on the side of the 
boat, John changed the regulator on my 
tanks and gave me a new dive light and 
facemask for Scotty. 

Going back in the tug was much harder 
than the first time. | knew that once again 
the body would be by the door as | en- 
tered the after hatch. 

| had forgotten about the oil in the wa- 
ter when | hooked the extra facemask on 
my arm for Scotty. Back in the engine 
room we found it was covered with oil. 
We did the best we could to clean it up 
so it wouldn't slide right off Scotty's face. 
We couldn't get it clean so Carl took the 
Spare mask and gave his to Scotty. 

Time was definitely running out on us. 
The cold water was starting to have bad 
effects on Scotty and soon he might lose 
consciousness. Once again | backed 
down into the passageway to wait for 
Scotty, but something was very wrong. | 


was hung up on something and couldn't 
get all the way down. | kept moving back 
up into the passage and back down but 
no matter what | did | couldn't free myself. 
| became aware that if Scotty should 
come down now, before my signal to 
him, we would be in serious trouble. | dis- 
covered that | was caught by the pres- 
Sure gauge of my scuba tank. | freed my- 
self and tucked the gauge under my belt, 
to keep that problem from recurring. 

As soon as Scotty came down to me | 
knew that there wasn’t enough room in 
the passageway for all three of us, so | 
grabbed him by the arm and started pull- 
ing him aft toward the galley. | couldn't 
see very well because of the oil in my 
eyes and the poor light but it seemed that 
each time | reached out to grab at some- 
thing to pull us along | always found what 
| needed. 

As we entered the galley | turned off 
my dive light, hoping that Scotty wouldn't 
see the body ahead. | could see the light 
from the open door and pulled us toward 
it. AS | got closer to the door | knew that 
| would never be able to get Scotty past 
the after winch by myself. 

At that point | saw a very beautiful 
sight. On either side of the door, waiting 
for me, were two more Keyport divers, 
Wally Rowland and Don Rodgers. As | 
got close to the door | passed Scotty off 
to them and squeezed through the door 


and past the winch. It was a great feeling 
knowing that | was out and the responsi- 
bility for Scotty was no longer mine. 

As | reached the surface | was really 
excited and let the tension out. | kept yel- 
ling to Scotty, ‘“We made it, we made it!” 
As firemen pulled Scotty out of the water 
| realized that Carl hadn't come up yet 
and | had broken the first rule of diving: 
| had lost track of my partner. | yelled to 
John that | was going back down for Carl 
and ducked under. As | headed back to 
the door Carl was just exiting and we re- 
turned to the surface. He had become 
lost inside the tug briefly because of the 
poor light and all the oil in his eyes from 
the spare facemask. 

Once on the surface again | knew my 
diving was over for the day and | didn't 
plan on going inside the tug again. | told 
Wally and Don where to find the body 
and to please handle that for me. By the 
time | was pulled into the boat Scotty was 
already on his way to the hospital. | would 
never see or hear from him again. 

Once in the boat | looked to where the 
ferry landing should have been but all | 
Saw was trees. John and | both realized 
that we had drifted quite far down the ca- 
nal while | was inside the tug. As our boat 
headed back toward the landing the tug 
tipped slightly to one side and slid' under 
into the deep water in the center of the 
Canal. >

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Diving The Missouri 
North Dakota’s Ultimate Cold Water Dive

A? day breaks over the Missouri River, 
patches of mist can be seen vaporiz- 
ing from its swirling water. We sit in our 
warm van with the heater running full 
blast, absorbing all the heat we can be- 
fore starting our adventure down this 
magnificent waterway. The water explod- 
ing from the gates of the power house be- 
low Garrison Dam is a frigid 39°F but 
quickly drops to around 36° as it comes 
in contact with the cold 15° air. 

Garrison Dam is the largest earth filled 
dam in the U.S., forming Lake Sakaka- 
wea, one of the largest bodies of water in 
North Dakota, with a total of 1,600 miles 
of shoreline. The lake was named after 
the Indian woman who guided the fa- 
mous explorers Lewis and Clark through 
this rugged part of the Northwest. In Man- 
dan Indian language Sakakawea means 
bird woman. 

Garrison Dam spans three miles be- 
tween the towns of Pick City and River- 
dale, North Dakota. There are several 
good diving locations in the lake but usu- 
ally the visibility is somewhat limited 
(about five to ten feet). In early spring and 
fall visibility can reach up to 20 feet. Be- 
fore Garrison Dam was built the Missouri 
River was constantly flooding and cutting 
new channels, making it difficult for river- 
boats to navigate. Sandbars would ap- 
pear and disappear almost overnight. 
The Missouri rightly deserved the name 
‘Big Muddy.’’ With the dam came new 
life to a cold and hostile land. Jobs were 
created, floods controlled, better irriga- 
tion was possible, but more important (to 
divers anyway) is the fact that the “Big 
Muddy”’ is now the “‘Big Crystal River’ of 
North Dakota. 

When Lake Sakakawea freezes over in 
the winter the mighty river takes on a new 
look. The ever present North Dakota wind 


now has no effect on the water in the lake 
and can no longer produce the high ener- 
gy waves that contribute so much to the 
lake and river’s low visibility. Soon most 
of the mud and other particles settle, 
leaving only cold, clear water with visibili- 
ty reaching a whopping 30 feet. 

The weather forecast calls for a high 
today of 35°F. This means we can prob- 
ably make our dive and return to our van 
without the boat and diving equipment 
freezing solid. As we back our boat into 
the water we notice a thin layer of ice has 
formed in the water next to the ramp. 

The best way to dive the Missouri River 
is with a boat, but sometimes it is hard to 
get anyone to sit in an unheated boat in 
the dead of winter watching red and 
white dive flags bob up and down as we 
drift dive. The current is usually running 
at about five to six knots which means we 
have to go with the flow. If any treasure 
is found divers simply ascend and the 
boat comes by and retrieves the loot. 
Treasure can be in the form of old buffalo 
Skulls, modern anchors, fishing rods, 
tackle, bottles, etc. 

With the boat launched and the out- 
board motor running, we are now ready 
to load our warm tanks and regulators on 
board. Divers help one another zip up 
drysuits and don three finger mitts. Some 
divers have ice masks, made out of one- 
eighth inch neoprene rubber, that com- 
pletely cover the head leaving only the 
eyes and lips exposed to the icy water. 
When the face mask is put on only the 
lips are exposed. Our dive today will take 
us past the old abandoned town of Man- 
haven on the west bank of the river about 
a mile or so below the dam. 

As we roll over the side of the boat into 
the water the current doesn't seem to be 
moving very fast, but as soon as we de- 











scend to the bottom some 15-20 feet be- 
low we quickly realize we are flying. We 
equalize our bouyancy so we are able to 
float about a foot off the bottom. Under 
these conditions one literally has the feel- 
ing of flying without the aid of an airplane. 
The bottom passes under us changing 
from brown sand to small moss covered 
rocks, then to huge boulders 10-15 feet 
across. Huge trees, covered with a 
stringy, greenish-brown moss appear 
throughout the dive, usually studded with 
lead-headed jigs, and other fishing para- 
phernalia. Large coal veins appear and 
disappear throughout the dive. 

The fish we pass along our watery 
flight path seem to be hibernating for the 
winter. Shovelnose sturgeon are every- 
where, suspended a few inches above 
the bottom with their V-shaped noses 
pointing directly into the current, their 
protruding mouth extending down close 
to the bottom to sift any morsel of food 
that might drift their way. When we swim 
too close they turn sluggishly and swim 
down current, but with a couple of hard 
kicks from our fins we are able to reach 
out and grab hold of their bodies. The 





lingcod and catfish escape the effects of 
the current by hiding under logs and tree 
stumps, just waiting for their dinner to 
float by. The walleye and northern pike 
seem to vanish from the river at times 
during winter but once in awhile a coura- 
geous walleye will swim by with its dorsal 
fin erect, in the attack position, checking 
us out to see if we might be edible or 
maybe to see if we might be a potential 
mate. Usually the walleyes keep their dis- 
tance and only the more observant diver 
will see them at all. The fish look very 
ghostlike when they first appear. Some- 
times they will glide by with their glassy 
eyes fixed on you so hard they almost 
penetrate your drysuit. Any sudden 
movement and they're gone. 

My pressure gauge is reading 500 psi 
now, we have been under the water for 
more than an hour and my hands are 
starting to feel the effects of the cold. 
When | reach the surface | see the other 
divers are already in the boat. As | crawl 
up the boat ladder | see two buffalo skulls 
and one 20 pound Danforth anchor—not 
a bad haul. We have drifted approximate- 
ly a mile down the river on this dive so 
our boat ride back to the van will be a 
short one.

hat more could they do to a snor- 

kel? There seem to be hundreds 
available. They come with straight, flexed 
and contoured barrels in every color of 
the rainbow as well as black neoprene 
and clear silicone. Some snorkels have 
devices on the top that keep water out; 
others have valves on the bottom that 
allow water to drain. Mouthpieces fit both 
large and small snorkelers and some 
even swivel. | 

Over the years only one part of the 
snorkel escaped change. Until now that 
is, with the introduction of the Mares Slip 
Stream. What is new about this snorkel is 
the way it attaches to the facemask. Gone 
is the venerable snorkel keeper, in its 
place is a slider. This latter is an inch long 
silicone cylinder with an attached ring 
that fits over the top and is secured by a 
lip at the top of the tube. While this 
sounds complicated, a look at a photo of 
the slider will show you it is not. The slid- 
er holds the snorkel to the mask. When 
the snorkel is not in use, the slider allows 
it to slip down out of the user’s way. 

The slider slips up and down the barrel 
of the snorkel easily. Although you can 
push or pull it off, It will not slip off by itself 
because there is a ridge about two inches 
from the tip that prevents this. Under the 
ridge there is a silicone O-ring. If you 
want the snorkel to stay near your mouth, 
you can move this O-ring down the barrel 
until it puts the mouthpiece right where 
you want it. 

Although the Slip Stream can be used 
with any mask, it is especially designed 
to be used with Mares masks. Instead of 
being split, the headstraps on these have 
holes in them. lf you place the slider in 
the hole nearest the faceplate, it will hold 
the snorkel so the tip is out of the water 
when you are in a snorkeling position. 

The Mares Slip Stream has a large 
bore, clear plastic barrel. Designed to be 
used on the left side, the snorkel fits close 
to the face to eliminate drag: The silicone 
mouthpiece on the Slip Stream has been 
orthodontically designed. It is contoured 
to fit in the mouth comfortably. The bite 
tabs are rounded and of variable thick- 
nesses so they can be held easily by the 
teeth. The mouthpiece swivels so the us- 
er can adjust it for a custom fit. 

SKIN DIVER tested the Slip Stream on 
four Catalina dives. The slider makes it 
easy to attach the snorkel to the mask: 
This is actually simpler than a convention- 
al keeper because you don't have to 
wrestle it down the barrel once you’ve 
got it attached to the mask strap. It was 
easy to find the mouthpiece and the slider 
slipped easily along the barrel when | put 
it in my mouth. The soft mouthpiece is 
quite comfortable and because it’s sili- 
cone it should last a long time.

The step-in Viva has 
French cut legs, raglan sleeves and a 
heavy duty YKK nylon zipper down the 
front. The suit is made of Therma-Ply® 
neoprene with an exterior of durable Dar- 
nel and an interior of high pile nylon. The 
suit slips on and off easily and, because 
the pile minimizes water exchange, it Is 
very warm. 

The Viva is navy blue with a red, V- 
shaped insert on the front and a red 
stripe down each arm. It comes in either 
3 or 6 mm (approximately one-eighth and 
one-quarter inch) Therma-Ply and can be 
worn alone or with either the Capitana or 
the Armada farmer johns. 

The Armada farmer johns are nylon Il; 
that is, neoprene with a layer of nylon on 
both the inside and the outside. They also 
slip on and off easily. This process is fa- 
cilitated by the heavy duty YKK nylon Zip- 
per (women’s model only) that runs from 
under the left arm to just below the waist. 
The Armadas feature a Velcro® closure 
on one shoulder and padded knees. The 
main color is navy blue and there Is a roy- 
al blue stripe on the outside of each leg. 

The Wenoka SeaStyle suits appear to 
be very well made. All of the edges are 
finished with Lycra tape. The suits have 
few seams. Diamond gussets under the 
arms and at the crotch facilitate move- 
ment and add to comfort. The neoprene 
used is the small cell type that is sup- 
ple, flexible and recovers well from com- 
pression at depth. 

SKIN DIVER tested the Viva/Armada 
combination in 60°F water off California's 
Catalina Island. Several underwater pho- 
tographers commented on its good looks 
as | suited up.

The Mefzeler 
Brigant LS 


ven as | drove toward the dock | knew 
the Metzeler representative had ar- 
rived ahead of me. The brilliant yellow, 
required to meet German safety stand- 
ards for visibility, gleamed from the skin 
of the Brigant LS. Dick Gehr, western re- 
gional manager for Leisure Products 
Marketing Systems, Inc., which imports 
Metzeler boats into the U.S., appeared 
ready to demonstrate a fast 13 foot inflat- 
able outfitted for water skiing. He soon 
learned that Dave, my diving buddy of 
many years, and | had other plans for the 
boat. We came with coldwater diving 
gear for three and planned to motor out 
of San Diego’s Mission Bay into the open 
ocean for testing. My announcement that 
the optional steering mechanism and two 
inflatable bench seats had to go was 
greeted with a slight wince from Dick. He 
quickly removed two eye bolts and the 
front seat was gone. Realization that re- 
moval of the steering mechanism was 
more involved prompted us to leave it 
and the back seat in position for the test. 
Before launching we became aware of 
several features unique to the Metzeler 
Brigant LS. The most apparent was the 
overall rigidity of the boat. This is owing 
to the relatively high inflation pressures of 
the three independent chambers and a 
special low stretch fabric. The outer pon- 
toons are pumped to 4.2 psi and the in-

ner keel to an incredible 8.5 psi. A hand- 
pump with double stroke action is provid- 
ed to achieve these pressures, which are 
registered on a built-in pressure gauge. 
The three layer fabric has a core of 1100 
denier polyester fabric known as Trevira. 
It stretches less than one percent. Nylon, 
used in many inflatables, stretches seven 
to ten percent. Polychloroprene (a trade 
name of DuPont), is rolled into one side 
of the fabric that lines the pontoons. A 
yellow pigmented elastomer that resists 
sun, abrasion, gas and oil is bonded to 
the outside of the fabric. For extra- 
strength seams, a butt joint is utilized. 
Two pieces of fabric are first stuck to- 
gether back to back and a strip of rein- 
forcing tape is run along the chloroprene 
side. The protruding flap is then folded 
over and the whole seam is hot vulca- 
nized. Seams on the pontoons run paral- 
lel to the water line in order to reduce the 
number of pieces of fabric and to in- 
crease flexural strength. 

The stern section is also unique. The 


“pontoons terminate in cones that extend 


well past the transom and point into the 
water, providing additional buoyancy for 
the support of a large engine (50 hp max- 
imum). The transom is removable and at- 
tached,to the last floorboard with a heavy 
duty hinge and two stainless steel rods 
set at 45 degrees.

he diver had just found a huge lobster 

but before he made a grab for it he 
needed his buddy to cover the back en- 
trance to the animal's lair. His buddy was 
only a few feet away and looking in his 
general direction, so the diver waved him 
over. However, the buddy turned away 
and continued his own lobster search— 
he obviously hadn't seen the gesture. Ex- 
asperated at having to leave his bug, 
which had now backed farther into its 
hole, the diver swam toward his buddy, 
waving to get his attention. The diver had 
to swim until he was nearly directly in 
front of his buddy before the buddy finally 
saw him. By that time the surge had 
moved them both and the diver had lost 
track of his lobster’s den. 

If the buddy in the above example had 
been wearing a mask that allowed a wide 
expanse of peripheral vision he might 
have seen the diver waving at him right 
away and shared in’a lobster dinner later. 
A wraparound mask might have saved 
the day. If you have considered such a 
mask but decided against purchasing 
one because of the increased size and 
volume previously inherent in this design, 
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consider the Tekna Mask 1. This new 
product has four tempered glass lenses. 
By themselves, the two large lenses in 
front of the eyes offer a wide view. In my 
case this was 90 degrees, top to bottom 
and side to side. The two smaller win- 
dows at the sides of the mask widened 
my view (direct and peripheral com- 
bined) to nearly 180 degrees side to side. 
And, the corners of the mask separating 
the front lenses from the side windows 
were exactly at the point of widest direct 
vision when turning my eyes to the side. 
Thus, | experienced no distraction from 
the window junction. 

One reason this mask has such a wide 
angle of view is that it is relatively small 
and, thus, low volume. It measures only 
6.5 inches across the frame, which is an- 
atomically curved to set the lenses in 
close to the eyes. It is also light for a 
wraparound—only 10 ounces. (Tekna 
says it has 30 percent less weight and 
volume than any other wraparound.) This 
low volume not only increases the view 
but makes the mask almost as easy to 
clear aS‘a non-wraparound. 

The mask skirt is surgical grade sili-

cone rubber—resistant to breakdown by 
ozone as well as being hypoallergenic. It 
is soft and has a double face seal. The 
nose pocket is easily reached with 
gloved fingertips. 

The mask strap adjusts (on each side) 
through a spring loaded latch with a roll- 
er. This is the simplest adjusting mecha- 
nism | have come across. Underwater or 
above a one-handed pull on the end of 
the strap tightens it. To loosen the strap 
simply push in on the spring loaded latch 
with the little finger while pulling back on 
the main portion of the strap (next to the 
head) with the thumb and first finger. 

The Tekna Mask 1 frame is sturdy, 
non-corrodible polycarbonate. With the 
clear silicone skirt the frame is available 
in (translucent) candy apple red, cobalt 
blue and citrine yellow. An opaque black 
frame/black silicone skirt combination is 
also available. Matching Tekna snorkels 
are available for each combination. 

The Tekna Mask 1 retails for $69.95 
and has a one year limited warranty. Wid- 
en your view with a look through it at your

American Radhial’s Coltri MCH-6 
Portable Compressor

Mic: than once I’ve dreamed of trav- 
eling to some distant shore to dive a 
virgin area—someplace, perhaps, where 
no other divers have been. The adventure 
of exploring a reef or wreck that is yet un- 
seen by human eyes, and more impor- 
tant, unmolested by earlier divers, is both 
exciting and recurring. For increased 
range and time underwater the logical 
choice is scuba diving. But, filling tanks 
in a remote area can be a problem. 

Fortunately, this problem is easily 
solved with a portable air compressor— 
such as the beautiful little machine fea- 
tured here. Compact and light weight, the 
versatile Coltri MCH-6 need not be re- 
stricted to exotic, far-off locations: It can 
find many uses on local, multi-dive beach 
and boat trips where a large commercial 
compressor is too inconvenient or there 
is simply not enough room to carry extra 
tanks. Although the Coltri MCH-6 can de- 
liver a Surprising amount of air for its size, 
it wasn’t designed to substitute for a 
large, stationary compressor. It is intend- 
ed, however, to easily satisfy the com- 
pressed air needs of a small group. 

The Coltri MCH-6 is made by Aerotec- 
nica Coltri, an Italian company formed in 
1966. It is distributed in the Americas by 
American Radhial, Inc. This model has 
been on the European market for the last 
decade and available in the U.S. for the 
last two years. MCH-6, the model num- 


ber, is actually an abbreviation, indicating 
the compressor can deliver six cubic me- 
ters of air per hour—that translates to 
3.55 (standard) cubic feet per minute. 
Weighing in at only 70 pounds and oc- 
cupying a space of about 27 by 12 by 17 
inches, this machine is truly portable. 
Power on U.S. units is provided by a five 
hp, four cycle, single cylinder, air cooled 
Briggs & Stratton gasoline engine, with a 
maximum rating of 3,600 rpm. B/S en- 
gines have a reputation for dependability 
and needing low maintenance. Plus, B/S 
service and parts are available world- 
wide. The compressor is a four stage, 
four cylinder, air cooled design, featuring 
Teflon coated pistons, aircraft tubing and 
fittings (with American-sized threads) and 
maximum ratings of 3,400 rom and 4,408 
psi. Prior to leaving the factory the engine 
is preset to run at a maximum of 2,500 
rom, so both the engine and the com- 
pressor operate well below their maxi- 
mum capacities, thus reducing wear and 
prolonging their lives. Air is filtered in four 
different steps. An inlet filter screens out 
particulate matter from the air before it 
gets into the first stage of the compres- 
sor. After leaving the last compressor 
stage, moisture and oil vapor. are re- 
moved by two condensate separators in 
tandem. The final step of air purification 
is accomplished by an activated carbon 
filter. A U.S. analysis of the gas com- 


pressed by a Coltri unit testifies to the 
high purity of the air and to the effective- 
ness of the filtration system. 

Air pressure is measured on two sepa- 
rate pressure gauges. The first is mount- 
ed on top of the first condensate separa- 
tor and reads in units of psi and bars (a 
bubble in this gauge can be used to keep 
the compressor level). The second is on 
the filler hose yoke and can be ordered 
with a dial reading in psi or in kg/cm’. 
Output air pressure can be set with an 
adjustable pressure relief valve, up to 
220 bars, or about 3,200 psi. 

Routine care of the compressor is rela- 
tively simple: drain the condensate every 
10 to 15 minutes (of operation); change 
compressor oil after the first 10 hours 
and every 250 hours thereafter; replace 
the carbon filter every 15 hours; and 
check the intake filter every 25 hours. 

In my own evaluation, | found the com- 
pressor easy to operate. It took about 20 
minutes to fill.a standard 72 steel tank 
from an initial pressure of 200 to a final 
pressure of 2,250 psi, and slightly less 
than 30 minutes to fill an empty (almost 
O psig) steel 90 tank to 3,000 psi. Gaso- 
line consumption should range between 
four to six tank fillings per gallon of gas. 
And, the noise level? It's about as loud as 
a typical gas powered lawn mower. 

Options for this compressor include a 
five hp electric motor, an extended air in- 
take tube and spare filter cartridges—the 
latter two are highly recommended and 
cost about $25 each. 

With its small size, light weight, rela- 
tively large capacity, two year limited 
warranty and an affordable retail price of 
$1,795, the Coltri MCH-6 compressor ap- 
pears to be a real winner. Perhaps it can 
expand your diving horizons.

The Dy- 
fo Sub 35 is just such a product. | have 
seen and used a lot of underwater cam- 
era housings over the past 17 years, but 
the Dyfo Sub 35 has me wondering if it’s 
time for a new housing for my trusty Ni- 
kon with motor drive. Manufactured by 
Dyfo Systems of Onsala, Sweden, this 
unique import offers some refreshing new 
concepts in U/W camera housing design. 


BASIC CONSTRUCTION 
The basic construction of the Dyfo Sub 
35 is much like most other metal hous- 
ings. It is a two piece anodized aluminium 
casting with interchangeable lens ports.

The two pieces of the housing consist of 
a primary body and a back door for easy 
camera access. The back door seals with 
a Standard O-ring gasket and is held in 
place by four spring-loaded latches. 
What makes the Dyfo Sub different is 
that it is built like a tank. The interior walls 
are heavily ribbed for extra strength and 
the corners of the housing and the spring 
clamp mounts have added thickness. The 
squarish box design and flat bottom pro- 
vide excellent horizontal stability U/W. It 
appears this housing was designed for 
rugged use in frigid Scandinavian waters. 
There are a number of nice design fea- 
tures incorporated into the housing. For 
example, the rear of the housing body 
has a one-half inch wide flange surface

for the O-ring gasket seal. There are two 
locating pins on this flange which line up 
with the back door, thus assuring a per- 
fect seal every time. The housing is 
equipped with pistol grip handles on both 
sides, allowing the user to carry the unit 
with either hand. 

The Dyfo Sub 35 is a fairly versatile 
housing that can accept a variety of 35 
mm SLR cameras. The model we tested 
came equipped with a Nikon F2 with mo- 
tor drive and wide screen action finder. It 
would just as easily fit the Nikon F3, 
Olympus, Nikon FA, Minolta or a Canon 
F1. The manufacturer provides enough 
shims and spacers to allow adaptability 
for many different models. 

The camera is mounted against the 








back door and raised off the floor of the 
housing approximately three-quarters of 
an inch. This is a safety feature: If any wa- 
ter leakage occurs, the camera and bat- 
tery pack would not get wet. The only dis- 
advantage to this design is that the cam- 
era must be unmounted from the housing 
for film reloading, which means discon- 
necting the shutter/motor drive and the 
flash connectors. One good piece of 
news is that the aperture control linkage 
does not have to be unbolted. It simply 
Slips out of a locating pin. While film re- 
_loading may be a bit troublesome, the 
other advantages of the housing certainly 
compensate for this small annoyance. 


SPECIAL FEATURES 

When it comes to special features, the 
Dyfo Sub 35 certainly shines. This is 
where Dyfo distinguishes itself from the 
other housings on the market. The most 
Startling innovation is the rear viewport. In 
place of the standard one and one-half 
inch diameter round viewing window, Dy- 
fo has installed a giant rectangular win- 
dow three inches high and four and one- 
half inches wide. It seems as big as a liv- 
ing room picture window! This port is 
constructed of one-half inch thick optical 
plexiglass sealed in place with silicone 
rubber adhesive. 

The giant rectangular window allows 
easy viewing of the camera's viewfinder 
as well as other controls. In the case of 
the Nikon F2, you can clearly see the 
shutter speed dial, manual film advance, 
manual shutter button and electronic mo- 
tor drive button. You can even observe 
the linkage on the front lens focusing 
ring. The large window. allows a great 
deal of light to penetrate the interior of the 
housing for illumination of the controls. It 
adds new ease to underwater operation. 

Another radical departure in housing 
design is the use of belt drive for the fo- 
cusing gear. Again, Dyfo Sub has done 
something really different. The focusing 
knob on the left side of the housing is 
connected to a 2.5 Inch diameter pulley 
wheel. The focusing ring at the base of 
the lens port is a matching 4.5 inch diam- 
eter pulley. Both of these pulleys are 
grooved to accept a 3/16 inch diameter 
non-stretch nylon belt. It wraps around 
the focus knob pulley and makes the turn 
at the corner of the housing via two small 
roller pulleys mounted on stainless steel 
bearings. This pulley system provides ex- 
ceptionally smooth and finite control of 
camera lens focus. The slightest touch of 
the focus knob immediately activates the 
lens barrel of the camera. There is no de- 
lay or play. 

Another welcomed feature, which 
might not be so noticeable at first, is the 
shutter release lever. Dyfo Sub has incor- 
porated a combination electronic shutter 
release and manual shutter release on 
the same shaft. Should the electric cir-

Cuitry in your motor drive fail or the batter- 
ies go dead, it is a simple matter to switch 
to manual shutter release. All that is re- 
quired is a slight adjustment with an allen 
wrench. In fact, with a little experimenta- 
tion on the adjustment screws, we were 
able to set up the housing so both levers 
made contact with the two shutter buttons 
almost simultaneously. If the electronic 
shutter did not fire, slightly more pressure 
would trigger the manual release. 
Needless to say, a housing as sophisti- 
cated as the Dyfo Sub 35 would naturally 
have interchangeable lens ports. Again, 
Dyfo has done something different by 
constructing two basic ports and two dif- 
ferent size spacer rings. The two basic 
ports are a short dome for wide angle 





lenses (18 to 28 mm) and a long flat port 
for macro lenses (55 to 105 mm). By us- 
ing spacers and ports, you can accom- 
modate most lenses used U/W. 

Both the lens ports and spacers are fit- 
ted with dynamic sealed O-rings. The in- 
teresting twist here is that the spacers 
and ports are bolted together with allen 
screws for rigid mounting and prevention 
of accidental leakage. 


FLASH SYSTEM 
Heard enough? Wait, there is more. 
Dyfo has designed a flash system that is 
a radical departure from current systems 
and one that offers some special advan- 
tages. The company has built its own 
strobe units, flash arms and articulating 
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The batteries for the Dyfo SL 32 strobes are secured in the 
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joints» They integrate beautifully with the 
unusual housing. 

On the upper side of the housing there 
are holes to accept two female Sea Plug 
SP 320s and switches for the Dyfo SL 32 
strobe system. The holes are covered 
with O-ring sealed blind plugs so the 
strobes can be installed by the photogra- 
pher as the system is enlarged. 

The two flashes operate from central 
battery power packs inside the housing. 
The strobes can be operated indepen- 
dently as well as together. Two switches 
on the top of the housing allow either 
strobe to be switched on or off. The Dyfo 
photographer can shoot with flash from 
left, flash from the right, or double flash— 
simply by manipulating the switches. 

The Dyfo strobes are exceptionally 
lightweight heads—easy to position and 
manipulate. Because the battery packs 
are in the housing, the strobes are small. 

Dyfo has a revolutionary flash arm de- 
sign. It consists of six and/or ten inch 
long aluminum tubes and articulating

joints of Delrin. There are two tubes and 
three joints per flash arm. The tubes and 
joints assemble and disassemble quickly 
and simply with spring loaded locating 
buttons. You can make the flash arm any 
size you choose. A short arm is ideal for 
macro, while the long arm would be more 





appropriate for wide angle work. 


CONCLUSION 

Our tests with the Dyfo Sub 35 were a 
delight. The housing ran through its pac- 
es beautifully—no leaks, no malfunctions, 
no misfires, no hassles. 

Admittedly, the unit is a bit heavy out of 
the water. The housing, complete with Ni- 
kon F2, 24 mm lens, motor drive and bat- 
teries for the strobe, weighs 16.5 pounds 
in air. However, it is almost neutrally 
buoyant in saltwater. The trade-off for the 
weight is durability, dependability and 
stability—I can live with that! 

The Dyfo Sub 35 housing is imported 
and distributed in the U.S. by The Cre- 
ative Whale. It sells for $869 to $1,759, 
depending on the camera/lens configu- 
ration and accessories/flash units de- 
sired.

he Monterey Peninsula, from Del 

Monte Beach in Monterey Bay to 
Point Lobos State Reserve, is by far the 
most heavily dived area in all of Central 
and Northern California. Dive shops from 
all over the northern half of the state send 
basic classes to Monterey for their 
checkout dives. Certified divers drag 
themselves out of bed at 3:00 or 4:00 in 
the morning in order to drive more than 
100 miles, stuff themselves into quarter 
inch wetsuits and jump into 50°F water. 

For anyone who has not dived in Mon- 
terey's magnificent kelp forests or sub- 
marine canyons, it might seem somewhat 
perplexing that so many people would 
put themselves through so much appar- 
ent discomfort. Tourists, wno come to vis- 
it Monterey to stroll along secluded 
beaches, browse through shops along 
Cannery Row and dine at the romantic lit- 
tle restaurants in Carmel, watch divers 
with fascination, but never really imagine 
the beautiful world they are missing. 

In Monterey divers learn to deal with 
surf, surge, cold water and the inconven- 
ience of a full wetsuit or drysuit. However, 
Monterey is also beauty and excitement. 
Divers are able to see things here that 
they won't find in warm water dive spots. 
Playful sea otters and sea lions, diving 
birds and incredibly diverse and colorful 
reef communities provide just a few of the 
attractions in this area. 

Most Monterey diving is done from 
shore. Beach diving, where some amount 
of surf is the rule, requires specialized 
skills. Divers coming to Monterey for the 
first time should limit their initial dive to 
those areas where the entries and exits 
are well protected. It is always a good

idea to talk to local divers and perhaps 
find a dive buddy familiar with the area. 

The Monterey Peninsula is truly an in- 
credible place to dive. However, because 
diver traffic is heavy, many of the local 
municipalities have passed ordinances 
which affect diving, including restrictions 
on parking, gearing up and beach-related 
activities. In addition to obeying fish and 
game laws, divers should be aware that 
some of the dive areas, including Hop- 
kins Reef, parts of Pacific Grove and 
Point Lobos are marine reserves where 
spearfishing is strictly prohibited. Divers 
should inquire at local dive stores, not on- 
ly to check on current surf and weather 
conditions, but also to ensure their dive 
olans are not in conflict with local laws. 

The most popular dive sites in Monte- 
rey provide a wide variety of diving ex- 
periences for novice and advanced div- 
ers. The largest stretch of beach inside 
Monterey Bay is Del Monte Beach. [his 
is one of the best areas in the county to 
hunt halibut, which seem to prefer the 
open sandy regions where they forage 
for small mollusks and crustaceans. Most 
of the bottom off Del Monte Beach is 
shallow and sandy, less than 40 feet 
deep. Approximately 100 yards offshore 
there are a series of low shale ledges or 
shoals that host a variety of marine life, 
including starry flounders, octopi, blen- 
nies, anemones, sponges and an occa- 
sional stand of kelp. Not far from shore, 
near the Holiday Inn, there are also sev- 
eral sunken barges, surrounded by fields 





of purple sand dollars. 

One of the most popular places to hunt 
halibut is called the Laundromat, named 
after a laundromat near the corner of 
Park and Del Monte. A broken reef, 
which can be found by swimming straight 
out from the end of Park Avenue, lies per- 
pendicular to the offshore shoals. 

On the northwest side of Monterey Har- 
bor there is a manmade rock jetty extend- 
ing outward into the bay from the Coast 
Guard pier. This area is commonly re- 
ferred to as the Breakwater. At the inter- 
section of Cannery Row and Foam Street 
there is a parking lot, restroom facilities 
and a boat ramp. 

On the outside of the Breakwater there 
is good beach access. This is one of the 
safest entry points in Monterey and, 
therefore, receives heavy use by instruc- 
tors for basic classes. The surf here Is al- 
most always calm, allowing for easy 
entries and exits. 

A kelp bed grows along almost the en- 
tire length of the Breakwater on the 
ocean side. The rock jetty slopes to a 
sandy bottom in about 60 feet of water. 
Although the visibility is usually not as 
good here as it is at other locations, the 
area hosts a wide variety of marine life in- 
cluding playful sea lions, otters, diving 
cormorants and monkeyface eels. Be- 
cause of the easy access and because 
the rock jetty provides a good reference 
point underwater, this is also an excellent 
place to make night dives. 

About 200 yards offshore at the inter- 
section of a line drawn from the tip of the 
Breakwater to Cabrillo Point (Hopkins 
Marine Station) and a line drawn as an 
extension of Reeside Avenue, lies an 
area called the Metridium Field. Pro- 
truding from a flat sandy bottom in 60 feet 
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of water are hundreds of rocky out- 
croppings covered with the billowy white 
Metridium anemones, with stalks extend- 
ing up to two feet in length. 

Tube anemones and seapens dot the 
sandy bottom around the rocky areas 
where small octopi and crabs forage. Al- 
though the area is within reach by a long 
swim from from shore, it has a lot of boat 
traffic and it is safer to dive from inflat- 
ables. The visibility in this area rarely ex- 
ceeds 15-20 feet because of the amount 
of plankton in the water, which is also 
probably responsible for the large num- 
bers of sedentary filter feeders here. 

Another popular spot for conducting 
basic scuba classes is McAbee Beach. 
It is at the corner of Cannery Row and 
Hoffman Street next to the Casa Maria 
Restaurant. This heavily used area has a 
thick forest of kelo and a jumbled rocky 
reef, thickly populated by a multitude of 
marine denizens including seahares, 
crabs, anemones and rockfish. 

Divers must gear up in the parking lot 
a block away from Cannery Row and 
walk to the beach. The parking lot is me- 
tered and has no restroom facilities. Be- 
cause of the influx of visitors to the new 
Monterey Bay Aquarium, parking is now 
at a premium and often only available for 
divers in the early hours of the morning. 
Also, divers should pay attention to the 
restrictions on the loading and unloading 
of dive gear. These are posted along 
Cannery Row. 

Hopkins Reef is a protected reserve 
outside Hopkins Marine Station at Cabril- 
lo Point in the city of Pacific Grove. This 
reef is accessible by boat or dive board 
only and there is a strict ban against 
Spearfishing, enacted by the legislature in 
1985. The area is principally used by the 
students and faculty of Hopkins Research 
Station for conducting experiments. Div- 
ers visiting the area should be extremely 
careful not to disturb any of the research 
projects in progress. 

Lover’s Point, a scenic tourist attrac- 
tion in Pacific Grove, is on Ocean View 
Boulevard at the end of 17th Street. Lov- 
er's Point is a popular dive site for class- 
es, photography and sightseeing. There 
are beach access points on the east side 


(cove area) and on the west side (ocean. 


side). Access on the cove side is well 
protected from heavy surf by a short 














breakwater and the point itself. In addi- 
tion, the cove has a gently sloping, rock 


free sandy beach. In the past, the city of — 


Pacific Grove has attempted to place lim- 
ited restrictions on access to the ocean 


on this side of the point. Although a pre- 
liminary injunction currently bars enforce- 


ment of Pacific Grove's prohibition on 
diving at Lover's Point and no restrictions 
are in effect at this time, divers should 
check with local dive stores to determine 
whether there are any restrictions on 
parking or access. Access on the west 
side of the point is from a rock strewn, 
sandy beach that may afford hazardous 
entries during periods of heavy wave ac- 
tion and large swells. Restroom facilities 
are available in the scenic park area 
overlooking the ocean and limited 
parking is available along Ocean View 
Boulevard with a strictly enforced two 
hour time limit. 

There is generally good visibility at 
Lover’s Point at depths from 20-60 feet. 
The marine life is colorful and varied, with 
divers often seeing bat rays, torpedo 
rays, schooling rockfish and a friendly 
harbor seal named Spot, cruising the 
sandy areas between tall rocky out- 
croppings and thick stands of kelp. The 
rocky surfaces are’ ‘covered with living 
carpets of sponges, anemones, starfish, 
barnacles and nudibranchs. Spearfishing 
is prohibited in this area also. 

The best diving at Lover’s Point is on 
the oceanside, beginning at about 100 
yards offshore in about 30 feet of water. 
Here the sandy bottom gradually slopes 
into deeper water around massive rock 
pinnacles 15-30 feet high. 

Another good dive site, Otter Cove, is 
only a couple of blocks away from Lov- 
ers Point at the corner of Ocean View 
Boulevard and Sea Palm Avenue. There 
is a narrow rocky beach at Otter Cove 
that can be reached by climbing down a 
stairway that is usually in varying degrees 
of disrepair. Entry is more difficult here 
because the water stays very shallow 
(waist deep) for a long distance from the 
beach. If the surf is at all heavy, divers 
can become tangled in the kelp or be 
thrown against jagged rocks. However, 
on calm days, this area provides fairly 
easy access and the diving is well worth 
the long swim out. Once beyond the surf 
line the bottom drops off very quickly to 
50 feet, where rocky pinnacles protrude 
like miniature mountains from the sandy 
seafloor. Large crabs, rays and schools 
of fish frequent this area. 

Coral Street Beach is another well 
protected beach access often used by in- 
structors for basic classes. At the corner 
of Coral Street and Ocean View Boule- 
vard, this location has the attraction of 
plenty of parking, a fairly large flat sandy 
beach and a natural breakwater to pro- 
tect against swells. There are, however, 
no restroom facilities at the site. | 

The bottom drops off significantly be- 
tween 400 and 500 yards offshore. Here 





the broken sandy bottom is replaced by 
small caves, rocky canyons and steep 
vertical walls. This area, known as Chase 
Reef, is a beautiful spot for underwater 
photography. Steep walls drop from 50 
or 60 feet to depths of 100 feet or more. 
The surfaces of the walls are completely 
overgrown with encrusting cup corals, 
plume worms, bryozoans and colonies of 
anemones. Incredible varieties of nudi- 
branchs, starfish and other bottom dwell- 
ing marine animals hunt and forage for 
food among these living carpets. 
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Because of the great distance from 
shore, this area is most often dived from 
boats. Typically, the visibility in this area 
is in excess of 30 feet. On relatively calm 
days it is a great place to dive, but be- 
cause it is wide open to the prevailing 
northwest swells it can be treacherous 
during rough seas. Chase Reef lies to the 
north of Point Pinos at the very western 
edge of Monterey Bay. 

The exposed coastline from Point 
Pinos south to Cypress Point offers a few 
dive spots such as Foghorn, Pico and 
Lighthouse, but these areas are hazara- 
Ous in all but extremely calm seas and 
should only be attempted by experienced 
divers. This area can be fairly good for 
hunting when the sea is flat, but offers on- 
ly fair to moderate diving for sightseers. 

Monterey’s well known ocean Pinna- 
cles lie in the northwest tip of Carmel 
Bay, between three-fourths of a mile and 
a mile offshore. The Pinnacles are actual- 
ly two submerged mountain-like forma- 
tions, approximately one-quarter of a mile 
apart. The inner pinnacle, which rises to 
within 20 feet of the surface, lies in ap- 
proximately 110 feet of water. Its topog- 
raphy is comprised of narrow canyons, 
sheer walls and miniature jutting peaks. 
The flat plateau-like top of the outer pin- 
nacle rises to within 50 to 70 feet of the 
surface. Ledges extend outward from the 
plateau, forming huge canyons and 
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valleys between the outstretched fingers. 

Majestic kelp forests reach upward 
100 feet, giving the underwater terrain 
the appearance of a giant redwood for- 
est. Beneath the surface canopy, huge 
schools of rockfish move as solid walls, 
blocking off flickering rays of sunlight. On 
the bottom, Corynactis form soft pastel 
carpets, highlighted by pink and purple 
hydrocoral, purple and gold ringed top 
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shells, orange cup corals, red Tealia ane- 
mones and yellow and blue sponges. 

Here, five foot long wolf eels are often 
seen prowling the canyons. Large cabe- 
zon and lingcods blend with their sur- 
roundings, waiting for a careless meal to 
pass too close to their hiding places. 

Certainly one of the outstanding dive 
locations in the area for photography, 
spearfishing and sightseeing, the Pinna- 
cles are only accessible by boat. The run 
to the Pinnacles from Monterey Bay takes 
45-90 minutes depending upon the boat. 

Probably the best and safest way to 
reach the Pinnacles is to sign up on one 
of the local dive boat charters for a two 
tank dive trip. 

On those days when the Pinnacles are 
blown out because of heavy seas and 
strong winds, the dive boats often duck 
into Stillwater Cove. This is an excellent 
place for underwater photographers to 
work on kelp and diver shots. The visibili- 
ty is often quite good and the uneven ter- 
rain adds dramatically to silhouette and 
scenic shots. When there is a moderate 
to heavy northwest swell, the cove turns 
into a relatively glassy pond, lying pro- 
tected behind the shelter of Pescadero 
Point. The only beach access to the cove 
is over property belonging to the Pebble 
Beach Corporation. Proposals for public 
access, guaranteed by Proposition 20 of 
the Coastal Act, are now being debated 
before the California Coastal Access 
Commission. Currently there is a plan 
awaiting final approval that would provide 
the public beach access with six parking 
spaces, an area for loading and unload- 
ing gear and restroom facilities. How- 
ever, homeowners in the area are still 
contesting the access plan and are being 
represented by the County of Monterey 
before the commission. Therefore, until fi- 
nal resolution of this dispute, divers can 
only reach Stillwater Cove by chartered 
dive boat, inflatables or dive boards. 

A nearby dive spot, Copper Roof 
House, is at Carmel Point. This area is in 
the jaws of the northwest swells and can 
be quite treacherous during all but opti- 
mum conditons. Copper Roof House is a 
dive spot for advanced divers only. Ac- 
cess to the area is via a stairway at the 
corner of Martin Street and Scenic Drive. 
This stairway is frequently damaged by 
winter storms and is usually posted as 
unsafe. When conditions warrant diving 
in this area, divers should enter the water 
off the wide sandy beach and swim to- 
ward the north edge of the kelp bed that 
surrounds the point. Schools of blue, 
black and olive rockfish can often be 
found on the outer edge of the kelp. 
There is a submerged reef that stretches 
from the point at Copper Roof, in a rag- 
ged line, to the large wash rocks on the 
outside of Stillwater Cove, at a fairly con- 
stant depth of 50-60 feet. Launching their 
dive boards at Copper Roof or Carmel 
River Beach, free divers follow this reef 
as far north as Pescadero Point. Approxi- 


mately 500 yards offshore, this reef is 
broken by a number of sandy channels. 
This is a favorite spot for free divers to 
hunt halibut and varieties of rockfish. 

Farther south is Carmel River Beach, 
a large sandy area near the mouth of Car- 
mel River. This is another potentially dan- 
gerous location that should be visited on- 
ly during calm conditions. Restroom facil- 
ities, a parking lot, easy beach entries 
and an interesting, jumbled rocky reef 
make this a popular location for divers. 
Here there are dense kelp forests that of- 
fer lingcod and cabezon and a variety of 
rockfishes for the hunters and a variety of 
colorful marine life for the sightseer. 
There is a stairway to the beach at the 
corner of Scenic Road and Oceanview 
Avenue, about 1,000 feet up the road 
from the entrance to the parking lot. 

One of the best known beach dive lo- 
cations in all of the Monterey Peninsula 
area is Monastery Beach on Highway 1, 
about four miles south of the intersection 
of Highway 1 and Highway 68. There is 
parking along the oceanside of Highway 
1. Restroom facilities and a telephone are 
at the south end of the beach. The beach 
is closed between 11:00 pm and 7:00 am 
and there is a restriction against over- 
night parking that is frequently enforced. 
During periods of good weather, the div- 
ing at Monastery can be terrific 

Divers should enter the water at the 
kelp beds at the north or south ends of 
the beach. The surf is generally rougher 
in the center of the beach and there is 
nothing but sandy bottom stretching from 
kelp bed to kelp bed. The slope of the 
beach Is very steep at Monastery causing 
the surf to rise very rapidly and making 
the entries and exits difficult except on 
very calm days. When the surf is heavy 
at Monastery it should be avoided, even 
by experienced divers. 

When the ocean conditions are good, 
Monastery can be a beautiful and excit- 
ing place to dive. When entering the wa- 
ter from the north end, divers should fol- 
low the edge of the kelp bed and swim 
out to where they want to drop down. 
About 75 yards from shore the bottom 
drops to 20-30 feet. This area is generally 
a little surgy, but an incredible spot for 
macro photography. 

The head of a deep submarine canyon 
climbs up into the bay just beyond the 
largest wash rock on the outer edge of 
the kelp bed. The bottom drops off dra- 
matically at this point and divers must ex- 
ercise caution in keeping track of depth 
and time, as well as saving sufficient air 
to return to the beach under the kelp. It is 
easy to become engrossed in watching 
bat rays, torpedo rays or an occasional 
blue shark as they glide gracefully 
through the kelp, seemingly indifferent to 
the presence of divers. 

The south end of Monastery is more 
protected than the north end and is often 
divable when the north end should be 
avoided. Here, the bottom doesn’t drop 








_ Off below 50 feet for several hundred 
yards offshore, but it offers excellent col- 
_or and variety inside the kelp bed. 
Farther out around the point to the 
- south, in the deeper water between Mon- 
astery and Point Lobos, lies a reef which 
has been aptly named Mono-Lobo. This 
_ reef is only visited from charter dive boats 
or inflatables. The major attraction is a 
series of walls that drop from 50 to more 
than 100 feet. Large surface areas are 
completely covered with colonies of tiny 
pink, purple and orange Corynactis, or- 
ange and yellow featherduster worms, 
blue cobalt sponges, white spotted rose 
anemones, purple ringed top shells, 
chestnut cowries and starfish of every 
shape and size imaginable. In the forest 
of kelp rising up around the rock walls, 
rays, seals, mola mola and other large 
marine denizens wind their way through 
clouds of blue rockfish. 

Only one mile south of Monastery 
Beach on Highway 1 is the entrance to 
Point Lobos State Park, an ecological 
reserve. The park opens at 9:00 am, sev- 
en days a week, but during summer 
months and on sunny weekends it is wise 
to get there as early as 7:00 am. The park 
admits a limited number of dive buddy 
teams on a given day. The current limit is 
ten buddy teams. The Park Department 
requires that each team have certification 
cards, buoyancy compensators, a dive 
flag and the $2 entry fee. 

Road signs direct divers to a small 
parking lot at Whater’s Cove. A concrete 
ramp that faces perpendicularly to the 
mouth of the cove ensures easy access. 
Small inflatables and dive boards may be 
launched here to ferry divers to other 
spots inside the park. Park Department 
regulations restrict diving to Whaler's 
Cove and Bluefish Cove. This fatter is 
outside the mouth of Whaler’s Cove and 
to the left. There are restroom facilities, 
picnic tables and water hoses for rinsing 
gear at the parking lot.

Many locals think the diving at Point 
Lobos is the best in Monterey County. 
Because the marine life is protected with- 
in the boundaries of Point Lobos, the fish 
appear almost tame. It is not unusual to 
encounter large lingcod and cabezon that 
expect divers to yield the right of way. On 
most days the visibility at the park is in 
excess of 30 feet outside Whaler’s Cove 
and on good days approaches 100 feet. 
The bottorn at the park is incredibly var- 
ied, ranging from caves, tunnels and jum- 
bled boulders inside the coves to dramat- 
ic pinnacies and wails on the outside. The 
depth falls to a maximum of 50 feet inside 
the mouth of Whaler’s Cove and falls im- 
mediately to 60 or 70 feet outside of the

COMPETITION

Professional dive instructors realize the 
value of training aids in reinforcing key 
points, increasing retention and saving 
time. To share these ideas and improve 
diving instruction, to recognize excel- 
lence in the development of training aids 
and to encourage the development of 
new ideas, NAU! is sponsoring instruc- 
tional competition with the area of training 
aids being featured for 1985. 

As a further incentive for participation, 
awards and prizes will be presented to 
the winners in each category. Also, the 
winning entries will be published by 
NAUI. Finally, winners may have the op- 
portunity to profit from their contributions 
by receiving a royalty on an idea accept- 
ed and marketed by the association. 

The competition is open to instructors 
of all diving certification agencies. A pan- 
el of noted educators will be selected by 
NAUI Headquarters to judge the competi- 
tion. Nominations for competition judges 
are open until November 1. Nominees 
must be attendees at the International 
Conference on Underwater Education 
(1Q85) in San Diego, California November 
21-23. Pre-judging will take place just be- 
fore IQ and the final judging will occur at 
the conference November 22. Winners 
will be announced at the conference and 
presented with the awards and prizes. 

Eleven categories have been desig- 
nated and aids for each are to apply to 
entry level scuba instruction. The various 
categories and a brief description of each 
are listed below: 

1. Best single color slide—one 35 mm 
slide reinforcing the key points for a sin- 
gle topic. 

2. Best color slide series—a series of 
slides not exceeding 40 in number and 
pertaining to a single topic. 

3. Best single high contrast slide—one 
high contrast (e.g., Kodalith Ortho Film 
6556, Type 3) 35 mm slide reinforcing 
the key points for a single topic. Color 
may be added manually. 

4. Best high contrast slide series—a se- 
ries of high contrast 35 mm slides not ex- 
ceeding 40 in number and pertaining to 
a single topic. Slides may be manually 
colored. 

5. Best overhead transparency—a 
transparency for an overhead projector 
and pertaining to a single topic. May con- 
sist of overlays, moving parts, etc. 

6. Best video—a video tape not ex- 
ceeding five minutes in duration and per- 
taining to a single topic—format to be 
VHS or BETA. 

7. Best audio cassette—a standard au- 
dio cassette tape not exceeding five min- 
utes in duration and pertaining to a single 
topic. May be presented in combination 


with a slide series entry as an audio/visu- 
al combined entry. 
8. Best diagram/chart—a poster or 


chart of approximately 20 by 25 inches, 
pertaining to a single topic. Cutouts and 
attachments are permitted. To be display- 
ed on an easel. 

9. Best exhibit/model—a demonstra- 
tion or exhibit of a three dimensional na- 
ture used to reinforce a key point on a 
single topic. An example is a Cartesian 
diver. 

10. Best use of chalkboard/white- 
board—illustrations, outline or other use 
of a chalkboard or whiteboard to present 
information on a single topic. A photo or 
illustration of the presentation is accept- 
able for the entry. 

11. Best pool training aid—a training 
aid used in or underwater in a swimming 
pool to help develop a single skill. A pho- 
to or illustration of the aid is acceptable 
for the entry. 


HOW TO ENTER 

If possible, send the actual aid or a 
duplication of it to NAUI Headquarters, 
4650 Arrow Hwy., Suite F-1, Montclair, 
CA 91763—Attention: Scuba Instruction 
Competion. Include a return address la- 
bel as well as a one page statement of 
the purpose of the aid and how it is to be 
used. The statement should have a title 
and a byline, be typewritten and double 
spaced. Contestants may place entries in 
as many categories as desired. NAUI will 
take every reasonable precaution in car- 
ing for the aids, but will not accept re- 
sponsibility for loss or damage. Commer- 
cially produced aids are not eligible, nor 
are copyrighted concepts. 

Judging will be based on originality, re- 
inforcement of key points, safety, quality, 
simplicity and effective use of time. 
Entries need not be new ideas, but note 
that originality is one of the principle crite- 
ria for determining the winning entry. >

member that we are not all equally lim- 
ber, nor are we likely to be just as flexible 
today as we were yesterday. Stretch only 
until it feels right. Anything beyond that 
will be worse for you than not stretching 
at all. A good guide to all around stretch- 
ing, Stretching, by Bob Anderson (Shel- 
ter Publications, P.O. Box 279, Bolinas, 
CA 94924, 1980) is available in paper- 
back, is complete and easy to follow. 
Lashing 30-40 pounds on your waist 
and swimming horizontally is a spine 
cruncher. A drysuit, with the extra buoy- 
ancy in the legs and feet, aggravates the 
tilt in your spine that the weightbelt pro- 
duces and further compresses your inter- 
vertebral discs. If you have back prob- 
lems, distributing your diving weights will 
help alleviate the pressure on your back. 
Ten to 20 pounds can be moved to your 
tank with minimum effort and minimum in- 
convenience. The amount of weight you 
move to the tank depends upon how your 
back feels and how much you want to 
work moving or lifting the tank. 





Further reduction in disc compression 
can be accomplished with a pair of ankle 
weights. Quilt one to three pounds per 
weight of lead shot into some durable 
parka material, sew on Velcro® patches, 
and you've made a serviceable pair of 
weights. Ankle weights can also be pur- 
chased. at dive stores. Home-made or 
store bought, they work to keep your legs 
down and to straighten your spine. 

Proper lifting, stretching before and af- 
ter a dive, and redistribution of your 
weights can be keys to reduced back 
pain and reduced back problems. Most 
of us don't like to think about these 
things; fewer like to trouble themselves 
with seemingly unnecessary precautions. 
Still, minimal care can keep you in the 
water instead of home while your com- 
panions are enjoying a dive. >t

THE ISLAND 
FANTASY 


Luxury Dive Cruiser

he is a floating fantasy. From the 

moment she was conceived, 
many thought her too adventurous, 
too bold, too grand. But captains 
Frank and Dee Hammett knew their 
well planned dream of the most luxuri- 
ous dive yacht afloat would become a 
reality. Today, 90 feet of gleaming 
mini-cruise ship, she sails regularly 
across the blue Gulf Stream from Flor- 
ida’s east coast to the turquoise of the 
Bahama Islands. 

Built by Lydia Yachts and chris- 
tened the /sland Fantasy, she is far 
from being just another dive boat. “A 
smaller version of the love boat,’ her 
captains like to call her and they in- 
tend to justify their claim. Although ca- 
sual is the norm, the vessel has a 
great deal of class.

sodes have been filmed, the wall drops 
quickly from 60 feet to depths where only 
a submarine could go. Purple tube 
sponges proliferate and decorate the un- 
derwater cliff as large fish swim out on 
the edge of your visibility. Toward the is- 
land the water becomes shallow quickly. 
Large formations of massive corals, 
branching elkhorn, staghorn and others 
grow in enormous, tightly fused clumps. 

In the Berry Islands, plateaus of snowy 
sand cover thousands of square miles. 
Hundreds of isolated coral colonies are 
scattered throughout. In an area Known 





as the Gingerbreads, large coralline con- 
glomerates rise 20 to 30 feet from the 60 
foot depths. In several shallow regions, 
old galleons have been uncovered, their 
ballast in water barely 20 feet deep. 

At Bimini there is a long line of reefs in 
depths averaging 60 feet, while a deep 
wall drops from 110 feet into the abyss. 
To the south, an old concrete wreck, the 
Sapona, stands with her deck out of wa- 
ter. Inside, thousands of glassy minnows 
swarm through her shattered ribs and 
schooling fish swirl around her prop. 

Twenty miles to the south the Victories 
give you an opportunity to swim through 
hundreds of open ended caverns, all 
completely overgrown with reddish 
brown sponge coverings. One of the best 
diving areas in the Bahamas, the water is 
almost always clear owing to the fast 
flowing Gulf Stream.

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he eagle ray is a creature of paradise. 

It glides through its fluid abode with 
the grace of its feathered counterpart, en- 
joying a life of freedom and harmony. | 
have observed eagle rays in ‘‘flight’’ for 
many years and have thought that if rein- 
carnation were possible, no better re- 
ward could be offered than to glide along 
the wall among these perpetually smiling 
spirits. For now, | swim with the rays 
when | can (and as they will let me) cap- 
turing their grace and spirit on film.

RON KIPP’S 
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Photographing eagle rays is a chal- 
lenge which requires patience, skill and, 
above all, the cooperation of the ray. Ea- 
gle rays tend to be cautiously curious and 
display a moody intelligence for when to 
approach man in the sea. To gain the 
trust of an eagle ray is to become one 
with the gentle spirit of the animal and 
there is no better way to photograph it. 

The best photographic opportunities 
I've found for eagle rays are along the 
tops of sheer walls. | have dived exten-

sively with rays on the North Wall of 
Grand Cayman, where it crests in 45-60 
feet of water and descends vertically to 
6,000 feet. Eagle rays cruise the edge of 
the wall, sometimes as singles or pairs 
and sometimes in gangs. 

There is a playful spirit within the eagle 
ray that occasionally causes it to leap 
with delight, sometimes 10 feet above the 
sea. | have had eagle rays swim tight cir- 
cles around me and do loops and rolls for 
my entertainment and | have seen eagle 
rays turn tail and flee at first sighting. 
When the ray is uneasy about a diver, 
there will be no cooperation where pho- 
tography is concerned. 

From the eagle ray’s perspective, div- 
ers are alien beasts of bubbles, noise 
and frantic motion and all these things 
are disquieting to the animals. For ideal 
ohotographic opportunities on scuba, a 
buddy team effort is best. Make sure your 
buddy is aware of your needs and willing 
to put up with them. It is better if your 
buddy is a non-photographer who can 
help you locate and get close to the rays 
instead of running them off. It is best if 
your buddy is a skilled underwater model 
who can contribute to the effect of your 
photographs by adding human presence. 

Photographing eagle rays with a model 
requires a great deal of communication, 
cooperation, good timing and luck. An 
enlightened model who has a good un- 
derstanding of the eagle ray and its hab-

its can observe the swimming pattern of 
the ray and determine her/his best posi- 
tion for a photograph. The model must be 
aware of the photographer's position and 
chances of intercepting an eagle ray and 
make a decision as to whether to divert 
the ray toward the photographer, swim 
with the ray, or get out of the way. 





Efficient silent communications are 
essential if the needs of the photographer 
and the abilities of the model are to com- 
bine. Banging the tank is an excellent 
way to offend the sensibilities of the ray 
and send it flying. If the photographer 
feels he/she has a better chance of pho- 
tographing the ray alone he/she may 
move ahead knowing the model will 
make a wide intercepting circle, moving 
into the ray’s path further along. The 
model must observe the behavior of the 
ray and determine whether a second hu- 
man presence will be accepted. If the 
model can move in from the side oppo- 
site the photographer, both may close 
slowly with the ray and see how long it 
will cope. As the ray is sandwiched in, it 
may be subject to an anxiety attack. If 
model and photographer remain calm, 
move smoothly and maintain a peaceful 
attitude, cooperation is the reward. Diver 
overexertion, heavy breathing and spas- 
tic movements will cause the ray to turn 
on the after burner. If the model/photog- 
rapher team is successful they'll get a 
photograph with the eagle ray in the fore- 
ground and the model behind. If they are 
not so lucky, they'll get the rear end of the 
model in the foreground and the fleeing 
ray in the distance. 

While swimming alongside the ray, the 
model must be simultaneously monitoring 
the ray and the photographer, attempting 
to be in an aesthetic position when the 
photographer has a chance to shoot. The 
model should swim with arms by his/her 
sides, body slightly angled toward the 
photographer and legs straight. Swim- 
ming a bit above the ray will place the full 
body of the model in silhouette for a more 
pleasing composition. 

Mobility is essential in eagle ray pho- 
tography and | prefer the Nikonos cam- 
era system because it is smaller and 
more maneuverable than a housed cam- 
era. A 28 mm lens Is the best lens for be- 
ginning ray photographers because it al- 








lows longer distance formatting with ac- 
ceptable debth of field. | prefer to use the 
Nikonos 15 mm lens because It produces 
the sharpest image, but it also requires a 
minimal subject distance. The wider the 
angle of the lens, the clearer the photo- 
graph, the better the strobe coverage and 
the closer the photographer must be to 
the ray. When you become more intimate 
with an eagle ray, you're ready for super 
wide angle. 

Preparation is crucial for photo- 
graphing rays. Exposure data should be 
assessed and camera and strobe adjust- 
ed during descent so when the ray ap- 
pears you can concentrate on format, an- 
gle and range instead of f stop and strobe 
power. Remember to make exposure cal- 
culations for every angle of approach the 
ray may select and be ready for rapid ad- 
justment if the eagle ray swims upward 
toward the sunlight or downward into 
deep blue water. 

To properly light rays with a strobe, de- 
termine what strobe exposure will match 
the metered available light and use sub- 
ject distance to vary strobe exposure. If 
the ray allows a very close approach be 
certain that the strobe is not too bright. To 
reduce the effect of the strobe, hold it far- 
ther from the subject. When the strobe is 
going to be ineffective because the ray is 
beyond range, turn off the strobe, turn it 
away, or put it directly against your leg to 
prevent photographing useless light. To 
prevent backscatter | extend the strobe 
an arm's length to the side. 

Deep on the wall, water is often clear 
enough to use full strobe power with 
maximum aperture (f2.8) with negligible 
backscatter. This can give a 150 watt 
strobe an effective range of 15 to 20 feet. 
lf silt is visible in the water, use the strobe 
only when at close range. Even minor 
amounts of backscatter can mar a deep 
wall shot. In the dim light of deeper wa- 
ters a slow shutter speed (1/30 second) 
is often needed for adequate exposure. It 
is especially important to prevent camera 
motion when shooting at slow shutter 
speeds. | use 100 ASA film, though for 
many purposes a faster film (ASA 400) is 
superior since it allows greater depth of 
field and faster shutter speeds. 

Rays are best approached by a casual 
interception. The uncontainable excite- 
ment of sighting an approaching ray 
should be directed toward plotting a par- 
allel course and considering where to 
close in for the best possible shot. An an- 
gle which will include a model, or the 
wall, adds action to the shot, but be care- 
ful to catch the ray in midwater with no 
reef behind it. The spotted upper surface 
of the ray blends perfectly into the reef. 

You'll find that maintaining the cruising 
speed of a big ray demands full swim- 
ming force. After getting profile shots, let 
the ray out run you, then move over its tail 
and pace it. Rays feel secure when you 
are behind them and if you ever see one 
take off at full speed you'll understand

why. Rays in pairs seem friskier and 
more agreeable to humans, but also tend 
to maintain a greater distance than sin- 
gles. When photographing pairs, they will 
often split up and circle about. While pho- 
tographing one, keep track of the other. 
Sometimes the mate will approach you 
very closely from behind while you are 
concentrating on the other. 

For a head on shot, luck and craftiness 
are needed. Eagle rays tend to continue 
on the course they were following when 
first sighted. If a ray can be intercepted 
from behind a coral abutment, sometimes 
a nose to nose encounter is possible. 
Even if a ray is frightened back the way 
it came, it will usually circle back and 
continue along its chosen course. If the 
photographer can anticipate that course 
and move into the ray’s alternate path, 
sometimes it will swim right to him. Bub- 
bles are often a giveaway to a waiting 
diver, so try to keep exhalations gentle. 
There is usually very little time between 
looking the ray in the eye and looking the 
ray in the tail, so make good use of it. 

The ultimate way to get eagle ray pho- 
tographs is to free dive. Eagle rays show 
little fear of a free diver and will go out of 
their way to have a closer look. By free 
diving down around 60 feet, I’ve had ea- 
gle rays ascend from 100 feet or more to 
swim with me. Free diving with eagle rays 
should only be done in the company of a 
competent buddy. The extra bulk of a 
camera system and the excitement of 
having an eagle ray circling about leaves 
a real prospect for shallow water black- 
out. Always be sure you alternate dives 
with your buddy and be very cautious 
about excess hyperventilation. When free 
diving, pre-setting cameras is essential. 
For beginners, available light is recom- 
mended. The drag of a large strobe will 
increase dramatically as you rush toward 
the surface for a breath. Camera and 
strobe should be held at your side at 
arm’s length so drag is minimized. 

Eagle ray photography is an engross- 
ing pastime with potential hazards. Rays 
sometimes swim downward when they 
encounter a diver and a photographer is 
often focused through a viewfinder, not 
on depth and pressure gauges. There are 
depths to which a photograph is not 
worth going. Breath holding with scuba at 
depth to prevent bubbles can cause CO, 
build up, oxygen deficiency or even em- 
bolism and should be avoided. Free div- 
ing hazards include shallow water black- 
out and cramps. The strain of snorkeling 
deep is exhausting and can result in an 
oxygen debt. Remember to spend more 
time on the surface between dives than 
you spend below. This is especially hard 





to remember when an eagle ray is swim- 
ming circles beneath you. Never attach

Ge Cayman is, perhaps, the best 

example of a diver’s island. Its flat to- 
pography belies the fact that it is a moun- 
tain tip barely protruding from the crystal 
Caribbean Sea and surrounded by an al- 
most continuous circle of golden fringing 
reefs. While Horace Greeley once 
advised young men to go west in refer- 
ence to pioneer territory in the U.S., on 
Grand Cayman it's ‘‘go east” for true wil- 
derness diving and the least traveled 
reefs and wrecks. 

To share a secret, | know where a lot 
of Cayman divers and divemasters go 
diving on their days off. About 35 minutes 
from George Town and the new airport is 
a place called the Cayman Diving Lodge. 
And, it is as friendly and unpretentious a 
place as a true diver’s resort should be. 

The three words, Cayman Diving 
Lodge, are all important keys to the con- 
ceptual image of the resort. Owned by 
people who live full time on the island and 
operated by divers who truly love their 
sport, the Cayman Diving Lodge repre- 
sents everything a diver needs or wants. 
At the lodge you are received and treated 
not merely as a guest, but as someone 
who lives there, albeit temporarily. The 
lodge and its staff are like family; it’s like 
going to someone's home for a visit. 

Some travelers would not appreciate 
this concept, simply because the lodge is 
not a hotel. There are no phones or TVs 
(in the rooms), tennis courts, swimming 
pools or golf courses. There is simplicity, 
isolation and a beautiful way of life | had 
almost forgotten. It’s the kind of place | 
have been looking for to regain my old 
enthusiasm for wall diving, wonderful 
shipwrecks and cozy nights under a star- 
lit sky. The divemaster, or any of the em- 
ployees, is apt to be sitting next to you at 
mealtime. Everyone eats together, dives

together and, unless you are a loner and 
purposely seek isolation, you will no 
doubt become good friends with mem- 
bers of the staff and other guests. That 
camaraderie extends to the evening 
hours as well, as most nights are spent in 
conversation. A Friday or Saturday night 
trip into George Town provides a spark of 
nightlife and “urban’’ behavior. 

Part of the secret formula for the spe- 
cial atmosphere of the lodge is what it 
has been. The other part of the formula is 
how it is evolving. The main building 
(someone told me that it was originally 
operated as a movie theatre) was devel- 
oped by Bob Soto as a divers’ hotel. Ad- 
ditions were made and as Soto began to 
consider semi-retirement the lodge was 
sold to Austrian born cinematographers 
Gerry Hytha and Erich Heindl. They made 
the lodge into a center for serious film- 
makers and photographers. In fact, Hytha 
and Heindl have retained their teaching 
relationship with the lodge to this day and 
offer a series of photo and video courses 
throughout 1985. 

The evolution of the Cayman Diving 
Lodge is an important part of Ron Kipp’s 
master plan. He acquired almost the en- 
tire Soto empire and with his wife Kathie, 
recently acquired controlling interest in 
the Cayman Diving Lodge. In George 
Town, Kipp has extended the Soto hold- 
ings like a network, covering the western 
shore with a series of quality dive opera- 
tions, training services, stores and bou- 
tiques serving thousands of divers a year. 
A true Cayman ambassador of good will, 
Kipp deserves all the attention he is get- 
ting. He is truly one of the most organized 
and dedicated of all the Caribbean entre- 
preneurs. His affection and personal con- 
cern for the success of the Cayman Div- 
ing Lodge ensures a quality operation

Along with the Kipps, ownership is 
shared by Elita Soto, who with her former 
husband Bob, built the Cayman Diving 
Lodge into a special place for experi- 
enced divers. A lovely woman | have 
known for more than 15 years, Elita has 
kept the original concept of small groups 
and individual attention a trademark of 


the lodge. 


Pat Scharr, part owner and the full time 
manager at the Cayman Diving Lodge, is 
an unusual lady with a single-minded de- 
votion to duty. Pat was a teacher for 10 
years and has a masters degree in exer- 
cise physiology. Formerly from the Chica- 
go area, she trained thousands of divers 
and organized training and travel pro- 
grams at the Illinois Institute of Diving. In 
1983-84 Pat designed and opened Bob 
Soto’s Scuba Centre where she. served 
as manager of training; she currently 
serves on the NAUI! board of directors as 
well. Pat's commitment to provide dis- 
criminating divers with excellent experi- 


_ ences and dive sites sets the tone for as- 


sistant Jan Johnston and divemaster 
Andy Johnston. Andy, a graduate of the 
prestigious Florida Institute of Technolo- 
gy's Sport Diving Operations Program is 
a NAUI and PADI instructor who works 
with divemaster Hutch Rankine and first 
mate Lawrence Rankine, Caymanians 
with dozens of years of East End diving 
and fishing experience. Jan, a PADI in- 
structor, married Andy last year and the 
reception was held at the lodge. 

The whole staff is very friendly. In fact, 
if there are any nicer people in this world 


than Grand Cayman East Enders, you 


can't prove it by me. And, with sing-song 
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names like Bothwell, Edney, Arvella, Stel- 
la and Pamella, the staff floats in and out 
of your island stay with smiles, hellos and 
occasional outrageous humor. 

The lodge is on Grand Cayman's 
southeast corner with its main building 
fronting the eastside beach road and its 
back porch, open air restaurant and 
lounge facing seaside to a white coral 
sand beach. A wooden dock extends into 
the shallow lagoon toward an offshore 
barrier reef. To either side a lovely grove 
of palm trees and sea grapes line the 
shore, running west toward the famous 
blowing holes and ironshore formations 
and east toward the small countryside 
community of East End Village. Ham- 
mocks in the western palm grove invite a 
relaxed view of tropical sunsets. 

The rooms in this East End hideaway 
are clean, comfortable and spill out onto 
a porch overlooking a turquoise sea. 
While they do not compare with a modern 
skyscraper hotel in appointment and dec- 
oration, they are in keeping with the sin- 
gle, unpretentious credo of the lodge, 
“Great experiences and comfortable ac- 
commodations for seasoned divers.’ The 
food is special: Meals of fine native and 
American cuisine are pfepared by experi- 
enced Caymanian chefs. In fact, several 
staff members have been working almost 
continuously at the lodge for 14 years. 
East End cooking is reputed to be the 
best on Cayman. It’s down home island 
cooking and the portions served were 
more than | could handle. Soup, fish, ribs, 
chicken and key lime pie were the most 
memGrable foods served me. 

The two dive boats at the lodge provide ‘ 
ideal support for divers and particularly 
photographers. | especially liked the rug 
padded camera storage bin amidships 
and the cooler with coke, beer and extra

film (Ektachrome and Kodachrome). Trail 
lines and a trapeze bar for safety decom- 
pression stops are provided. Another 
nice touch is the staff's assistance with 
camera and gear transfer. 

The boats are a bit of floating history. 
The Deep Six is a 34 foot wooden boat 
built by Bob Soto and other Caymanian 
shipwrights. The Barracuda is a 28 foot fi- 
berglass vessel. Both are V-hulled, open 
boats powered by single 353 GMC die- 
sels. The dive shop is equipped with two 
compressors, 100 steel tanks and has a 
full complement of rental gear for up to 
10 divers. Experienced divers are, of 
course, encouraged to bring their own re- 
gulators, BCs, etc. Weights and tanks are 
included in packages. 

The normal schedule provides a deep 
dive and shallow dive (two tanks), usually 
in the morning. Options include a shallow 
single tank dive or deepsea fishing. 
Shore dives are available. Night dives un- 
der the dock normally produce a good 
number of critters for macro photogra- 
phers. Crabs, lobsters, eels, starfish, 
bristle and tube worms are found regular- 
ly. The entire East End of the island has 
a pronounced platform of shallow, sandy 
bottom, speckled with patch corals. This 
leads to a fringing/barrier reef offshore, 
then a steep shelving to a dramatic drop- 
off. On the southeast and northeast sides 
the inside flat and outer reef are only 100- 
200 yards offshore while due east they 
extend for nearly a mile. The inside wa- 
ters are calm and protected even during 
periods of high wind. On the outside the 
tradewinds blow against the east coast. 
Seldom do you get the calm, millpond ef- 
fect often experienced on Grand Cay- 
man’s west and southwest shore. How- 
ever, during the winter winds (north- 
westers) the East End of the island is pro- 
tected in the lee. 

First impressions last. And, my first im- 
pressions of wall diving were here in 
Grand Cayman along the wilderness 
shore. Sponges are king in the Caribbe- 
an and particularly on the walls of Grand 
Cayman. Along the East End drop-offs 
vivid complex tapestries, looking like 
Jackson Pollack paintings, confuse the 
eye. On the tops of ledges and shelves 
and on the vertical wall, deep water sea- 
fans, wire corals, black corals and 
sponges in hot colors suggest Picasso 
shapes. Subject matter is predictable, but 
never monotonous. Along the East End 
drop-offs in particular are hordes of royal 
grammas and black cap basslets. Large 
grouper are common and sharks, turtles 
and eagle rays are not that rare. On a 
scale of one to ten, East End Grand Cay- 
man diving is always an eight or a nine 
with several tens, including the Ridgefield 








wreck (shallow dive), lronshore Gardens 
(medium depth), the Three Sisters pinna- 
cles, the Tunnel of Love, River of Sand or 
the Maze (deep). To date more than 30 
different dive spots are visited by the 
lodge with new ones being discovered all 
the time. This is a part of Grand Cayman 
rarely visited by divers. It is unusual to 
see another dive boat in the area and 
there are thousands of yards of outer reef 
that are virtually unexplored. 

Lost Wally is a paradisiacal dive; it just 
doesn't get any better than this. Huge, 
monstrous coral formations are dissected 
by narrow fissures 50-80 feet deep. We 
experienced crystal visibility that allowed 
us to see long stretches of the wall. It is 
undercut in many places with plate and 
starlet coral forming dramatic, jutting 
configurations hanging over the ledge 
like a potential avalanche. 

All along the wall is a forest of black 
corals (some like great trees), wide 
spreading deepwater fans and a wide va- 
riety of Sponges in an assortment of col- 
ors. The sponges | photographed here ri- 
valed any that | had seen anywhere in 
Cayman. Nowhere were the fish more 
plentiful and usually they could be ap- 
proached within camera range. 

The East End of Cayman is well Known 
for dozens, perhaps hundreds of ship- 
wrecks, victims of the offshore barrier 
reef. The most famous Cayman story of 
all is the Wreck of the Ten Sails. It in- 
volved ten English sailing ships that, fol- 
lowing the lead ship, all piled up on the 
East End reef during a storm nearly two 
centuries ago. The people around Gun 
Bay saw what was happening and ven- 
tured out in the stormy seas, rescuing 
every English seaman aboard the boats. 
As a result, legend has it that King 
George declared that the Cayman Islands 
would be free from taxation as a gesture 
of his appreciation for the brave island- 
ers. Whether or not the story is true, it is 
given credence by Cayman's continuing 
freedom from most forms of taxation. 

Today, the wreck of the Ridgefield is 
the most conspicuous and while no long- 
er completely intact, she is still a land- 
mark and a signature of East End diving. 
An old liberty ship, the Ridgefield ran 
aground in 1962 during the Cuban Bay of 
Pigs invasion. When | first saw her in the 
late ‘60s the hull was in one piece; now 
she is broken in two. Local legend also 
indicates that her rusting hull sits directly 
atop two other, older shipwrecks—one a 
Spanish galleon and the other an English 
warship. There are other diveable wrecks 
to be sure, at least three others we visit- 
ed. All were worthwhile dives with most 
sporting huge anchors and machinery in 
the sunlit shallows. Almost too shallow to 
dive, we found an old cannon in a pocket 
of the reef on the inside. 

An extensive dive area off Cayman's 
southeast shore, a definite must dive, is 
lronshore Gardens. This dive varies from

e lined up along the lava ledge, just 

below the dark maw of the cave. 
The photographers in the group anxious- 
ly checked their camera settings while 
the others peered into the cave’s dark in- 
terior. Divemaster Jack Peterson slowly 
entered the left side of the cave. Only the 
tips of his fins remained visible as he dis- 
appeared into the darkness. Suddenly six 
feet of white-tipped reef shark swam out 
of the cave and soared over our heads. 
For several, it was their first underwater 
view of a shark. While some had been 
apprehensive before seeing the shark, 
everyone enjoyed this experience. 

Show and tell is a Central Pacific Div- 
ers specialty. We had asked to see a 
shark and luckily the shark was in its usu- 
al place. However, you don't have to see 
sharks if you don't want to. You can dive 
sites where you can enjoy the lush fish 
life, U/W action and rugged terrain of Ha- 
waiian diving. 

Central Pacific Divers (CPD) is on Front 
Street, in Lahaina, on the valley island of 
Maui, 70 miles southeast of Oahu. It 
offers sales, rentals, instruction and both 
public and private dive charters. Multiple 
dive discounts and group rates are avail- 
able. There are two large dive boats 
based in the marina, less than one-quar- 
ter mile from the store. Because most of 
the staff members have been with CPD 
for six or more years (an amazing record 
for any dive charter operation), they work 
together smoothly as a team. Long-term 
experience, tempered by the infusion of 
new ideas brought in by newer team 
members, gives CPD a blend of profes- 
sionalism, experience and local lore that 
is hard to beat. Owner/managers Jane 
and Pete Cambouris work closely with 
their staff and help maintain an upbeat, 
friendly attitude. 

The 42 foot Odysseus and 48 foot 
Zephyrus each carry up to 14 divers and 
a crew of three. The captains and crews 
rotate duties aboard the boats and in the 
shop. (Thus, you don’t receive lackluster 
service from a burned-out divemaster 
who has been doing the same thing day 
after day.) All crew members are dive in- 
structors and most are licensed captains, 
but their credentials tell only part of the 
story. Carol Takashima always takes time 
to make sure her guests are comfortable. 
Neil Graber has an eye for the small U/W 
critters that many divers miss. Steve 
Young is easygoing, jolly and can keep 
a group in a happy mood. Byron Dunn 
tries to act gruff, but is a big teddy bear. 
Cindy Young has a quick, sincere smile 
and makes you feel at home. Jack Peter- 
son, Tony Turner and Mike Clossen are 
quick to provide professional, friendly 
service. And, behind the scenes, Jon 
Goode makes sure the correct amount of 


dive equipment and fresh food is aboard 
each boat, on time. 

One boat makes a daily three tank trip 
while the other makes a two tank trip so 
it can return for an afternoon one tank in- 
troductory and/or refresher dive. Both 
boats leave early in the morning to avoid 
the occasional late afternoon wind and 
rising seas. After checking in at the shop, 
you proceed to the boat for pastry, cof- 
fee, fruit, juice and a concise briefing on 
the boat and diving procedures. 

Dive destinations include Molokini Cra- 
ter and several sites off the shores of the 
nearby island of Lanai, with the exact an- 
chorage being determined as the boat 
nears the site. Travel time to Lanai is 
about 90 minutes and Molokini is about 
ten minutes farther. The boat ride itself is 
exciting. From about January to March, 
you frequently see humpback whales 
breaking the surface near the boat and 
spouting in the distance. Quartered 
oranges, vegetable sticks, potato chips 
and fruit juice are served for snacks; the 
beer and soft drink cooler is opened after 
the last dive. On the three tank trip, sand- 
wiches are included for lunch. 

Both boats have an enclosed cabin, a 
full-sized head and ample deck space for 
scuba gear. If you've ever spent several 
hours in a small boat, you will appreciate 
the comfort of these larger boats. You 
can sit on padded seats inside the cabin 
or on the shaded open-air deck aft of the 
cabin or you can lounge in the sun on the 
fore or aft decks. Don’t leave your top- 
side camera bag behind, there is plenty 
of dry space for it aboard either Odys- 
seus or Zephyrus. 

The CPD staff knows how to supervise 
the diving without pushing you around. 
They talk to their divers during the trip to 
the site and unobtrusively evaluate each 
diver’s abilities. Later, they will provide 
just the right amount of structure and su- 
pervision. After a concise brief on the 
site, experienced divers can elect to 
either take a “‘show and tell’’ guided tour 
with a divemaster or dive on their own 
with their buddy. If you dive without the 
guide, you will be asked for your bottom 
time and maximum depth at the end of 
the dive. 

We enjoyed diving Molokini crater—a 
crescent-shaped island about three miles 
off Maui’s west coast. It is the top of an 
ancient volcano that erupted violently, 
forming an U/W crater about one-half 
mile across. Molokini has sites for both 
experienced and beginning divers. The 
outer rim is for experienced divers who 
are strong swimmers. Because the boats 
can't be anchored here, you step off the 
boat and swim to the almost vertical outer 
wall. Looking down through the clear wa- 
ter, you can’t see bottom—only the wall 





plunging almost straight down into the 
distant blue. If there is a current, this be- 
comes an exciting drift dive. 

Inside the crater, you follow the anchor 
line down to the edge of the dive site. 
Neil, Tony or Steve can introduce you to 
the local residents. Several ‘‘tame’’ eels 
live in the area and your divemaster may 
pet them. If you wish to pet an eel, they 
will show you how. They may also show 
you some small sharks sleeping beneath 
lava ledges. Before the final dive in shal- 
low water, the crew passes out small 
plastic bags of bread. Underwater, Carol 
or Cindy will show you how to make a fist 
around the bread so you can attract a liv- 
ing bouquet of gentle yellow butterflyfish. 

We had just started our dive at Sharkfin 
Rock, off Lanai, when an octopus jetted 
past several surprised divers. A dive- 
master had found the animal and was 
showing it to the group. He passed it to 
Cathy and she posed with it for each of 
the photographers. 

Our next dive was at Mempachi Cave, 
a long, narrow lava tube. Jack and Mike 
handed out lights and split up the group 
so the cave wouldn't be too crowded. 
Hawaiian, slipper and spiny lobsters 
were hiding in crevices and mempachi 
(squirrelfish) were everywhere. Maximum 
depth was about 40 feet, so we had plen- 
ty of time to explore the other archways 
and pinnacles nearby. If you like rugged 


underwater terrain, you will enjoy Mem- 


pachi Cave and the many other Lanai 
dive sites such as the spectacular Cathe- 
dral caverns. 

At this writing, CPD is expanding its un- 
derwater photo and video service. The 
staff can photograph visiting divers un- 
derwater, so they can leave with color 
prints, slides or a video tape to show their 
friends back home. If you have your own 
camera, Nagamine Camera and Photo 
Shop (a short walk from the CPD shop) 
provides underwater camera equipment 
sales and rentals, film, color print and Ko- 
dak color slide processing. 

United Airlines has direct flights to 
Maui from the mainland and Maui’s Ka- 
hului Airport is a 45 minute drive from La- 
haina. We've stayed twice at the Maui |s- 
lander, a hotel about two blocks from the 
CPD store and about three blocks from 
the marina. Because we get a room with 
a kitchen, and a Foodland store is only a 
ten minute walk away, we can prepare an 
early breakfast before the dive and a late 
afternoon snack when we get back.

For Paul Revere’s 


SILVER 


Does It Still Lie 
In Maine Waters?

he mention of Paul Revere’s name al- 

ways brings to mind his immortal mid- 
night ride. His mission was to alert colon- 
ists of the British advance to capture mili- 
tary supplies at Concord, Massachusetts, 
at the dawn of the Revolutionary War. Not 
as well known is another adventure in 
which Revere lost a trunkful of his hand- 
wrought silver masterpieces in Maine’s 
Penobscot Bay, in 1779, during an infa- 
mous naval disaster. Divers still search 
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General Chamberlain Bridge, Penobscot River, 


for the priceless works of the silversmith- 
turned-soldier. 

The history of this ill-fated event began 
in June of that year when General Francis 
McLean sailed down from Canada with 
450 British troops to take possession of 
the peninsula called Bagaduce (now 
Castine) on the east side of Penobscot 
Bay. Here, on a bluff 200 or more feet 
above the water, McLean began to build 
Fort George. 
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where divers 
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found four cannons. 

When word of this occupation reached 
Boston, the General Court of Massachu- 
setts was greatly disturbed. As an up- 
shot, orders were immediately issued to 
prepare an expedition to drive out the en- 
emy. Most of the colonies were accus- 
tomed to operating independently, so 
Massachusetts did not bother to consult 
with the Continental Congress before tak- 
ing action. 

Brigadier General Solomon Lovell was

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Of course there were the usual delays 
and problems caused by acute shortages 
of men, money and material. However, 
these problems were patched up suffi- 
ciently for Commander Dudley Salton- 
Stall, of the Continental Navy, to lead a 
very mixed fleet out of Boston on July 19, 
1779 for the assault on Fort George. In 
all, there were 19 armed ships and 21 
transports, manned mostly by privateers- 
men who were extremely loath to accept 
this service. It was only because of 
threats and bribes that they went along at 
all. Organizing them into a regular expe- 
dition was about like harnessing so many 
seagulls. Incredibly brave, ferocious as 
wild hawks on occasion; in other en- 
counters they were accustomed to simply 
making sail and leaving. Saltonstall prob- 
ably had little control over them. 

Neither were the soldiers exactly an 
elite corps. These 1,200 militiamen, 
mostly boys and old men, had but ‘*500 
stand of arms’ among them. Paul Re- 
vere s artillery train was also less than im- 
pressive—only three nine-pounders and 
four field pieces. However, this force was

It was on July 25 that the fleet and tran- 
sports entered Penobscot Bay, after a 
Stop at Townsend (Boothbay). Fortunate- 
ly, the British fort was far from comple- 
tion. AS one American officer remarked, 
the earthworks were so low “‘a soldier 
with a musket in each hand could jump 
over them.”’ Also, the three armed British 
ships expected to be encountered 
seemed to have been reduced to two.

the merest show of resistance from the

Under pressure 
from all sides, Saltonstall summoned his 
courage and plans were laid for a full 
scale land and sea assault to take place 
on August 13.

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Historians count 14 vessels blown up 
or torched by their Yankee crews and 28 
captured. Five hundred Americans were 
either killed or taken prisoner and more 
than $7 million squandered on the ill-fat- 
ed venture. 

But, what of the treasure lost by Paul 
Revere? Well, it seems that the old patriot 
was a more astute businessman than sol- 
dier, for aboard the brig Spring Bird in 
Saltonstall’s fleet was a trunk full of Re- 
vere’s hand wrought silver masterpieces 
he had hoped to sell to other officers par- 
ticipating in the expedition. 

When the British fleet advanced the 
Spring Bird’s captain could see he had 
no means of escape except by proceed- 
ing up the Penobscot. However, a swifter 
enemy craft was closing in rapidly, so the 
Yankee pulled near the river bank where 
the captain ordered her set afire to pre- 
vent her falling into British hands. After 
the captain and crew swam the short dis- 
tance to shore they could see the Spring 
Bird burn to the waterline and sink—tak- 
ing Revere’s silverware and personal be- 
longings to the bottom. (Skin and scuba 
divers have long sought to recover this 
very valuable treasure, but the river has 
always defied them. But, some day a div- 
er is going to make a lucky find.) 

What of the other ships from the ill-fat- 
ed expedition? We know where some of 
these wrecks lie and periodically divers 
surface with valuable artifacts. For in- 
stance, in the uproar of the retreat the 16 
gun Defence attempted to flee to the 
open sea rather than escape upriver. Pur- 
sued by the H.M.S. Camilla, she sailed 
toward Stockton Harbor, intending to 
hide in a cove at Sears Island. When this 
maneuver failed to elude the Britisher, 
Captain John Edmonds ordered the torch 
put to his 100 foot brig, causing her to 
blow up and sink as flames hit the pow- 
der magazine. 

Saltonstall’s flagship, the Warren, 
made it as far as Oak Point Cove near 
Frankfort where it was also set afire and 
burned to the waterline. Also, the brig Ac- 
tive met a similar fate at Brigadier’s Island 
and the Sky Rocket was burned at Fort 
Point Ledge. The General Putnam and 
the Vengeance were purposely grounded 
near Hampden and blown up. Then eight 
other Yankee vessels fled upriver and 
were scuttled in the Kenduskeag River 
north of Bangor—a sorry statement for 
the Continental Navy. 

Following this rout, the survivors made 
their separate ways back to Boston as 
best they could. The authorities were ex- 
ceedingly angry over this ill-starred epi- 
sode and there was plenty of blame to be 
cast about. As a result, Saltonstall was 
court-martialed and dismissed from serv- 
ice. Paul Revere was also court-mar- 
tialed, but only reduced in rank.

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There are also those who hunt for the 
perfect underwater photo. This species of 
diver also excels in the art of wringing 
seawater out of flooded cameras. 

Last, and least, there are a few loonies 
who enjoy shipwrecks. Wreck diving can 
be a hair-raising, not to mention hare- 
brained, sport. Hardcore wreck divers 
have a disease called brass fever. What 
else can it be called when a 9:00-5:00, 
Monday through Friday, paper shuffling 
Jeckyl turns into a 48 hour, $500 week- 
end Hyde? Mr. Hyde returns from a ship- 
wreck safari on Sunday night with a small 
lump of nondescript brass and claims it 
was worth it. In Southern California, a 
planet unto its own, there is a movement 
underway to establish an organization 
called BA—Brassoholics Anonymous. 

Brass fever, like any other mind alter- 
ing addiction, can be expensive. Last 
year three California Wreck Divers 
bought shiny new boats for the sole pur- 
pose of acquiring brass. The expense 
does not stop once an item has been re- 
trieved from the briny depths. For exam- 
ple, Dan Purdie, who is otherwise a fine 
chap, suffers from brass fever. A piece of 
brass that ended life as a valve aboard a 
freighter sunk off the California coast was 
reincarnated by Dan into a beautiful table 
lamp for only $580. ‘‘How could it cost so 
much?” Larry Landlocked may ask. Well, 
there was the boat trip, acid to rough 
clean the find, glass beading (a wreck 
diver never has his finds sandblasted, 
how barbaric; a purist has it glass bead- 
ed so as not to pit or mar the surface), 
rough polish, brazing, professional pol- 
ishing, professional baked coating, 
woodworking for teak base, custom 
made lampshade and miscellaneous 
hardware. It all adds up to a real bargain. 

One of the cheapest and best invest- 
ments a wreck diver can make is to buy 
a good short handled sledge hammer. | 
met Mr. Sledge while diving the rusting 
carcass of a WW II destroyer. It was shal- 
low, very close to shore, in white water 
called the surge zone. Among the shat- 
tered ribs was a porthole, firmly held in 
place by a matrix of jumbled steel, rocks 
and seagrowth. It would not budge. My 
mask was filling with tears at the thought 
of leaving this port when suddenly Mr. 
Sledge came to the rescue, whisked to 
the scene via a fellow brass hound. In a 
jiffy that cute little port was dangling on 
the end of a lift bag, floating its way back 
to the boat and a new life as an end table. 

Wreck diving, by its very geographic 
nature, puts its participants into the 
strangest of areas and circumstances. 
There are many stories: humorous stories 
of incredible stupidity such as boat and 
trailer plunging off a Northern California 
goat path that was marked ‘‘access 
road’ on an 1857 chart; sad stories as 
when a wreck diver's boat was decimat- 
ed by a drunk driver; happy stories of sal- 
vage up and down the coast; then the in- 
evitable addiction stories.

SEA OTTERS TO SAN 


NICOLAS ISLAND 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service is 
pursuing a plan to establish a new colony 
of sea otters, officially designated a 
threatened species, somewhere off the 
West Coast. Although a specific site will 
not be be chosen until this fall, San Nico- 
las Island appears to be the favorite. 

The Channel Island farthest from the 
California Coast (70 miles), San Nick en- 
counters the least diver and fisherman 
pressure. Many divers look upon San 


Nick as the ultimate destination for game, 
including lobster, fish and abalone. 

Many divers feel the translocation 
(over a five year period) of up to 400 sea 
otters to San Nick will severely reduce 
the populations of shellfish there. Sea ot- 
ters are known to eat up to 25 percent of 
their body weight daily (adults can weigh 
up to 85 pounds) in shellfish, including 
those species prized by divers. Addition- 
ally, San Nick is known by biologists to 
be a low recruitment area for marine ani- 
mals. This means that a lower number 
(than usual) of young animals survive 
long enough to reach spawning size— 
and this is without otter pressure. (It is al- 
so believed by many that otters estab- 
lished on San Nick will spread to other 
Channel Islands.) 

In addition to the belief that ab and lob- 
ster populations at San Nicolas Island 
could be decimated by sea otters, divers 
are also very concerned because Fish 
and Wildlife is expected to ‘‘regulate ac- 
cess’ to the island if sea otters are trans- 
located there. At a hearing in Santa Bar- 
bara last year, a representative from 
Save Our Shellfish (SOS) asked Fish and 
Wildlife if ‘regulate access’’ meant divers 
and fishermen would be denied access 
to the island’s waters: The question went 
unanswered. It was stated by Fish and 
Wildlife that when user conflicts were 
evaluated pertaining to San Nick, sport 
divers were not considered.

Chamberlain Bridge, in 1953, discovered 
four of Revere’s iron cannons in the Pe- 
nobscot River. Also, a brass cannon val- 
ued at $10,000 and forged in Revere’s 
own shop was Salvaged from the river at 
Brewer. Divers, too, have located the re- 
mains of three ships—the Warren, Ven- 
geance and General Putnam. 

History professor Dean Mayhew and 
some of his students had fine success in 
1972 searching Stockton Harbor with 
sidescan sonar. They found the Defence! 

Diving into some 25 feet of water, 
these adventurers brought up one of the 
vessel's large, swivel-mounted cannons. 
In 1975, in a more ambitious quest, the 
group recovered a large number of arti- 
facts from the wreck of the Defence—a 
copper caboose (deck stove), a Copper 
cauldron, pewter spoons, tools, naviga- 
tional instruments, cannon balls, buttons 
and other items of historical interest. 

However, the wreck of the Spring Bird, 
concealing Paul Revere’s trunk of pre- 
cious silverware, still eludes searchers. 
Perhaps you may have more luck than 
previous divers. Go get it! >.

Southern Coral Sea Tour 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY BY GERI MURPHY 















Sore of diving’s most spectacular 
phenomena lie approximately 200 
miles off the Australian coast. Among 
thousands of miles of open ocean are 
small, widely spaced coral atolls that are 
uninhabited and untouched by civiliza- 
tion. These mid-ocean way stations are 
comprised of magnificent living coral 
structures that attract a spectacular array 
of marine life never found in coastal wa- 
ters. Visibility generally exceeds 200 feet 
and the reef is literally crowded with fish. 

These open ocean reefs offer a kind of 
diving that defies description. It is so rich, 
so adventurous, that divers returning to 
this area of the world speak about their 
experiences for years afterward. 

Several years ago, See & Sea Travel 
Service of San Francisco developed a 
concept for a very special type of long 
distance live-aboard dive cruise known 
as the Grand Tour. It was the ideal solu- 
tion for reaching the remote coral atolls of 
the Coral Sea. 

Working with one of Australia’s finest 
live-aboard dive boats, the Reef Explorer, 
See & Sea explored and charted a long 
string of outstanding dive locations. 
Names such as Marion Reef, Action 
Point, Flinders Reef, Diamond Reef and 
Dart Reef have become legendary. 


The Grand Tour of the Southern Coral 
Sea is an odyssey that covers 600 to 700 
miles of ocean travel during a ten day pe- 
riod. Most of the cruising is done at night, 
leaving the days completely open for 
wall-to-wall diving.

October 20. The last tour departs Decem- 
ber 1. All five expeditions are scheduled 
from October through December be- 
cause it is the finest time of the year (Aus- 
tralian summer) for diving the Coral Sea 
area. The trip begins with the flight from 
the U.S. to Australia with connections to 
the seaport of Townsville. Here visitors 
board the 60 foot Reef Explorer. \t can 
comfortably carry 12 divers and is 
equipped with special satellite navigation 
equipment for the long distance trip and 
to pinpoint the locations of coral atolls. 

After cruising the Coral Sea for ten 
days, the trip is capped off with a visit to 
the Yongala, one of the most beautiful 
shipwrecks of the South Pacific.

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AROUND-THE-WORLD 
EXPEDITION 


From exploring underwater caves in 
the Bahamas to ecology reefwatch pro- 
grams and treasure diving, an around- 
the-world expedition initiated by Britain's 
Prince Charles offers a wide variety of 
diving opportunities for its participants. 

Operation Raleigh, launched in No- 
vember 1984, will continue for four years. 
The program is for 17-24 year olds called 
‘‘Venturers’’ from over 40 countries. The 
first three month phase of the program 
was recently completed in the Caribbean. 
A thumbnail sketch of diving projects thus 
far includes first time dives into unex- 
plored blue holes off Grand Bahama, Cat 
Island and South Andros. Biological sur- 
veys were made of inland and marine 
species. 





Treasure diving from Zebu, the expedi- 
tion’s square rigger, off the West Caicos 
produced several discoveries. Among 
them were copper coins from the Marie 
d’ Estree (1728), a French ship en route 
to Canada with a freshly minted supply. 

The Operation Raleigh Venturers also 
used Sub-lgloo, developed by Dr. Joe 
Maclnnis, chairman of Operation Raleigh- 
Canada. The acrylic sphere, eight feet in 
diameter, provided a diver refuge in 40 
feet of water off the Bahamas. 

Among the groups working with opera- 
tion Raleigh are the United Nations Envi- 
ronment Program World Wildlife Fund 
and World Ship Trust. 

According to Mark Benson, executive 
director of Operation Raleigh, the expedi- 
tion has an ongoing need for highly expe- 
rienced diving instructors to serve on the 
volunteer staff and research teams. 

Operation Raleigh eventually will in- 
volve 4,000 young people. Venturer ap- 
plicants must be 16-23 years old, able to 
swim 500 yards and English speaking. 
Applications should be requested from 
National Selection, Operation Raleigh 
USA, 109 E. Jones St., Raleigh, NC 
2/611. A self-addressed envelope must 
be enclosed.

Causes steep banks to develop or sand/ 
mud to be deposited and, sometimes, to 
be washed away. 

Generally, visitors to the impounded 
waters of a dam see those waters as a 
placid expanse that will serve as a boat- 
ing or diving playground. But the im- 
pounded waters are not static. There are 
currents, although these are not of the 
speed and force of a wild river. More im- 
portant to the archaeologist is the change 
in the water level while drawing down the 
water for irrigation or raising it during 
flood control. These changes allow dy- 
namic forces to erode not only the shore- 
line of the impounded lake but also any 
archaeological resources subjected to 
the interaction of the forces of currents, 


wind driven surface waves and silting 
and exposure to air. It shoula be noted 
that the pattern of wind and ancient river 
currents that created the alcoves in which 
many of the Anasazi sites are found, con- 
tinue to cause erosion of those sites, par- 
ticularly during flooding and draw-down 
periods for irrigation or flood control. 


ANASAZI FINDINGS 
The findings of divers sent down in an 
attempt to better manage the resources 
in the Anasazi sites will be discussed 
briefly. Similar, but sometimes less and 
sometimes more extensive, findings were 
made at sites in other impounded waters 

behind dams across the country. 
Technical report No. 7 of the National 
Reservoir Inundation Study entitled Pre- 
liminary Experiments in the Structural 
Preservation of Submerged Anasazi 
Units was prepared by Larry V. Nordby of 
the Division of Anthropology, National 
Park Service. Most of his report deals

and its tributaries. Large numbers of sev- 
eral site classes were situated in the 
aforementioned alcoves and many of 
these remain characterized by still stana- 
ing, wet-laid masonry walls and intact 
roofs. The later are composed either of 
the alcove ceiling or logs, sticks, and oth- 
er fibrous packing covered with mud.” 

The report continues, ‘‘A brief digres- 
sion into the preservation characteristics 
of these sites is necessary here. First, the 
materials of which they (the Anasazi 
sites) were constructed are relatively du- 
rable when left undisturbed by moisture, 
but proceed down the path toward entro- 
py once violated by water from any 
source. For example, once inundated, 
the Navajo sandstone of the Glen Canyon 
area is affected chemically, producing a 
bathtub ring which identifies the prior 
high water mark when the waters recede. 
This ‘ring’ is a calcium carbonate rich de- 
posit containing quantities of such ma- 
terials as blue-green and green algae in 
a flocculated silt matrix. Exposed sur- 
faces of this ring are extremely friable 
and compressive strength tests show 
substantial mechanical strength loss after 
inundation.’ 

Another condition reported by Nordby 
was that inundation results in almost 
complete mortar dissipation through soft- 
ening and separating of the component 
soil particles. ‘‘As the plastic and liquid 
limits of these mortars are reached and 
exceeded, the weight of the wall causes 
the wall to topple, even in the absence of 
current or wave activity.” 

Some inherent faults in the building 
craftsmanship of the Anasazi a/so tend to 
lead to early failure of a structure. Sel- 
dom were their walls built vertically 
plumb. These and other structures were 
sometimes built on boulders or stone for- 
mations that themselves were not stable 
and, sometimes, walls were thicker at the 
top than at the bottom. All of these are 
potentially hazardous in the presence of 
a diver working in the site. 

According to Nordby several natural 
forces tend to adversely affect sites, with 
wind-generated waves and boat wakes 
being the single most destructive envi- 
ronmental concern. The rate of water im- 
poundment may affect the stability as 
does fluctuating water level. 

Human forces also cause adverse im- 
pact. People who are seriously interested 
in the culture of the Anasazi and in ar- 
chaeology, but who have received no 
briefing in the care of sites, are usually 
oblivious to the effect their presence has. 
This is particularly true when divers in- 
vade inundated sites. Air bubbles, 
flippers and movement of the diver 
through the site may cause considerable 
adverse impact. Walls may tumble, roofs 
cave in, stone slabs may shift and silting 











may reduce visibility to near zero. 

Simple inundation and resulting natural 
forces can cause almost complete de- 
struction of an important site. One exam- 
ple of this is a site called the Gourd 
House. Prior to impoundment it was a 
beautiful structure in a deep alcove. After 
rising water inundated the site and after 
the water receded to a level below the 
Structure, it was found that most of the 
wall had collapsed. This is more likely to 
occur after reflooding when the water lev- 
el in the dam again covers the site. 

Some structural work has been done 
by archaeologists in an effort to preserve 
sites. Some of this was done prior to in- 
undation; some, after flooding, by diving 
archaeologists. These tests were de- 
signed to mitigate the effects of adverse 
natural impacts as well as the structural 
problems in the original building of the 
sites by the aboriginals. Some walls were 
stabilized with epoxies; others were treat- 
ed to prevent deterioration. 

Ongoing efforts by underwater ar- 
chaeologists and managers of the parks 
and sites to educate visitors in the care of 
structures seems to bring some favorable 
results. The use of police patrols to deter 
vandalism has been only marginally suc- 
cessful and will probably remain so. At 
this time it seems best results may be ob- 
tained through education of the public, 
both topside visitors and underwater ex- 
plorers, in the importance of preservation 
of sites in an undisturbed condition. 

Almost from the beginning of diving for 
sport 40 years or so ago, divers have 
successfully resisted efforts to legislate 
all diving activities, including safety, edu- 
cation and various hobbies. The reason 
they have been able to do this is that div- 
ers must be responsible individuals to 
stay alive in their chosen environment. 
They are capable of self-regulation. It is 
hoped that self-regulation will continue 
and that the industry in its entirety can be- 
come a trusted and respected part of un- 
derwater exploration. It is extremely ex- 
citing and rewarding to be a part of and 
a contributor to underwater archaeology.

any rigid wooden members. The rear 
floorboard extends past the transom into 
two horizontal water level pockets used 
as trim tabs. They are designed to reduce 
turbulence in that area when the boat is 
in transition to a planing mode. There are 
two bilge valves on the ends of the tabs. 
Unfortunately, the trim tabs preclude the 
use of landing wheels. 

The bow section of the Brigant LS 
curves upward radically and the outer 
pontoons taper toward the stem. Lateral 
Stability for the boat is provided by an in- 
flatable keel that gives the hull a deep-V 
bottom configuration. A bow step is in- 
cluded for convenient entry, tied off by 
the bow line. Chafing-protection strips in 
this section double as attachment rails for 
an optional bow canopy with inflatable 
support and windscreen.

We left the dock with approximately a 
750 pound load excluding the 35 horse 
power engine. In the calm waters of the 
bay our boat seemed to skim across the 
surface with little effort. Two persons sat 
on the seat and one on the pontoon. Visi- 
bility was somewhat restricted by the 
high bow. On the open ocean | was im- 
pressed by the smooth ride of the tight 
hull as we headed into a rather small 
swell. We remained relatively dry owing 
to good spray deflection away from the 
boat. Although the seat and steering con- 
trol made for a rather luxurious ride, they 
impaired our ability to see and remove 
Kelp that often fouled the propeller. We 
paused for me to test boat entry. | would 
suggest that the optional set of lateral ny- 
lon lines be added for tying off tanks and 
gear. The freeboard was low enough so 
that | could propel myself into the boat us- 
ing a swift kick following removal of tank 
and weightbelt. As we headed back, the 
relatively high transom did a good job of 
keeping water from the following sea out 
of the boat. 








Based on performance and economy | 
would definitely recommend the Metzeler 
Brigant LS for two to three divers. It will 
get you to the dive site swiftly and there 
is plenty of room for dive gear. Assembly 
time is estimated to be 20 minutes. The 
basic boat includes a set of oars, hand 
pump, repair kit and boat polish. Acces- 
sories beyond the engine, floor carpeting 
and lateral lines are not necessary.

the time of sale. (If the film is in an unre- 
frigerated showcase, it is no longer pro- 
fessional film—it is now regular consumer 
film.) Consider buying a 20 roll pack. All 
of the rolls within this package will be vir- 
tually identical in color balance and film 
speed. Also, many shops give a quantity 
discount for 20 rolls. Before using the 
film, look at the instruction sheet for the 
actual film speed. 

Refrigerate EPR as soon as possible. 
When flying to a tropical location, wrap 
the frozen film in a plastic bag and towel 
and pack it at the last minute. The film will 
still be cool when you arrive. You can 
store EPR for a week or ten days at nor- 
mal room temperatures (about 70°F), 
without a noticeable loss of quality. How- 
ever, avoid excessive heat with EPR or 
any other film. 

Process exposed EPR as soon as pos- 
sible. We don't mean to imply that EPR is 
unstable; the sooner any color slide film 
is processed, the better the results. If you 
must store unprocessed film until your 
trip is over, put the cassettes back into 
the plastic containers as soon as you un- 
load the camera and refrigerate the ex- 
posed film. If the opened film has been 
subjected to unusually damp, humid con- 
ditions, some photographers recommend 
placing the canisters and some desiccant 
inside a sealed plastic bag. 

Professional Ektachrome 64 (EPR) is in 
135-36 (35 mm format, 36 exposure cas- 
settes) for $6.40 and in 35 mm 100 foot 
rolls for $43.27.

Professional Scuba inspections 


A New Training Program That Results In 
Extended Scuba Life TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY BY BILL HIGH 





he water we dive in, and the salts or 

trace minerals it contains, are not 
friendly to high pressure steel and alumi- 
num alloy tanks. Corrosion, rough han- 
dling, excessive heat and careless main- 
tenance can all take their toll. Frequent 
visual inspection of scuba tanks may 
greatly extend their service life by identi- 
fying potentially damaging conditions in 
time for a knowledgeable service profes- 
sional to take counter measures. 

PSI (Professional Scuba Inspections) is 
a newly introduced national training pro- 
gram for visual inspectors. It is designed 
to increase the knowledge of those peo- 
ple who formally inspect scuba tanks. In 
the past, experience with diving gear was 
often the only prerequisite for visual in- 
spectors. Too little attention was given to 
learning just what a visual cylinder in- 
spection (VCI) was supposed to address 
and to what standards judgements 
should be made. 

Several tragic tank explosions in re- 
cent years—such as the two repainted 
aluminum tanks described by Paul 1[Zi- 
moulis in his December, 1984, SKIN DIV- 
ER editorial, and a steel cylinder that ex- 
ploded in Japan, killing a young diver— 
are examples of devastating injuries. 

The five hour PSI visual cylinder in- 
spector training course was researched 
for two years before | taught the first class 
in 1982. | discovered early that reference 
material commonly used by active in- 
spectors, including the Compressed Gas 
Association C-6 guide and the University 
of Rhode Island study, while vital compo- 
nents of the needed information package, 
were totally inadequate to explain the ap- 
propriate inspection steps. 

In 1983, Bruce Higgins, a Seattle 
ocean engineer, joined with me to further 
develop the training course and follow 
the wise recommendation of the Com- 
pressed Gas Association. In the begin- 
ning of its C-6 pamphlet, the CGA urges 
special users of high pressure cylinders 
to develop appropriate guidelines based 
upon their special knowledge of that use. 
We divers use scuba tanks in ways hara- 
ly imagined by the gas industry as a 
whole. We repeatedly dunk them in a cor- 
rosive medium. Also, we cut through their 
protective coatings repeatedly on coral, 
rocks and shells. On boats tanks often 


clank together in harmony with the swell. 

Visual inspection of scuba tanks is re- 
quired by the U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation (DOT) as part of the five year 
hydrostatic test. Our industry practice of 
an annual inspection is a fine effort to- 
ward self policing. Unfortunately, the DOT 
didn't really tell us how to carry out the in- 
spection nor to what we should compare 
our findings. 

The PSI training provides an 18 step in- 
spection guide and reference docu- 


ments. An inspector following the guide 
will safely handle the tank, evaluate ap- 
propriate features on the exterior, interior 
and valve as well as prepare a perma- 
nent record of findings. The entire 18 
steps and documentation can be com- 
pleted in as little as five minutes. 

We train inspectors to remove all tank 
accessories, examine for and measure 
dents, bulges, gouges and general pit 
and line corrosion. Also, they search for 
indicators of abuse, excess heat and

poor maintenance and record findings. 

The valve is examined for damage or 
thread wear. Frangible (burst) disc retain- 
ing nuts are inspected for proper type 
and replaced if necessary. Recall items 
are replaced as are deformed O-rings. 

Then comes an examination of the tank 
interior, the most difficult part of the in- — 
spection. Corrosion type, magnitude and 
pit depth are compared to charts. 

Few untrained visual inspectors under- 
Stand important facts about the tank wall 
and the consequences of erosive proc- 
esses. Typically, the most common steel 
scuba tank begins as a 23 1/4 inch (cir- 
cumference) tube of 1/4 inch (.250 inch) 
thick steel plate. As it is drawn into its fi- 
nal shape, the wall thickness is reduced 
to something between .165-and .190 
inch, much thinner than many believe. 

Since both corrosion and tumbling 
contribute to wall loss, the inspector must

‘TABATA’S 


‘Foot Comfort And A Snappy Blade

USA? What's a TUSA? TUSA Is 
an acronym for the American dis- 

tributing company, Tabata USA. It is 
a subsidiary of the Tabata Company 
of Japan and the people who provid- 
ed inspiration for this unique product. 

TUSA is also the name of an entire 
line of new diving equipment. It is 
some of the prettiest and most color- 
ful dive gear in the world today. TU- 
SA products include masks, snor- 
kels, fins, BC jackets, etc. 

What makes TUSA products so 
distinctive is their colors: They come 
in vibrant pastel shades of blue, pink 
and yellow. (There is also black.) 

The TUSA Full Foot Fin (catalog 
#SF-4000) is one of Tabata’s most 
recent introductions in the diving 
field. It is making its debut this sum- 
mer. It is a lightweight fin that com- 
bines full foot pocket comfort with a 
Snappy plastic blade. The end result 
is a high-efficiency fin ideally suited 
for snorkeling, tropical resort diving 
and swimming pool use. 
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In addition to performance, the fin 
looks great and is color coordinated 
with the TUSA blue mask and snor- 
kel. You can even purchase a match- 
ing blue knife, gloves and BC jacket 
if you desire. 

The fin starts with a well designed 
full foot pocket of a blue composite 
material that is a blend of plastic and 
rubber. The material is soft and sup- 
ple. It molds to the diver’s foot, pre- 
venting callouses and sore spots. 

The sides of the foot pocket are cut 
low enough to avoid chafing at the 
ankle, yet the heel cup is deep 
enough to provide a firm grip on the 
foot. The pocket’is open at the toe, to 
provide foot comfort during use. The 
open toe area is ribbed for extra 
strength; to prevent tearing or ripping 
of the foot pocket. 

The blade of the fin is a clear, low 
density polyethylene material that is 
impervious to ozone and ultraviolet 
damage. Ihis ultra-light material 
gives the fin its feathery yet snappy 





performance. The end result is a fin 
that weighs less than conventional 
neoprene fins, yet provides more 
thrust. There is less leg fatigue and, 
obviously, a happier diver. 

The TUSA full foot fin is available in 
sizes ranging from 3-4 to 11-12. One 
interesting twist to the TUSA fin is that 
it is actually made in Italy. Tabata has 
gone multi-national. 

SKIN DIVER’s test of the TUSA full 
foot fin provided proof that it per- 
forms just as well as it looks. They 
were a joy to use in the pool and | 
plan to pack a pair of these nifty fins 
for the next trip to the Caribbean. 
They are comfortable, lightweight 
and provide plenty of thrust. 

The TUSA full foot fin retails from 
$15-26 a pair, depending on size.

estimate the amount of wall loss and 
compare that loss to minimum in-service 
standards. Many present inspectors be- 
lieve corrosion pits up to 1/16 inch deep 
in steel tanks are acceptable. That is not 
true! We show inspectors how to con- 
struct a pick/probe tool and use it, with 
reference tables, to judge pit corrosion. 

Repeated tumbling of either steel or 
aluminum tanks to clean their interior can 
remove several thousanaths of an inch of 
good material. While the hydro test is in- 
tended to detect excess material loss, its 
five year interval may not always be ade- 
quate. Our experiments show that alumi- 
num oxide tumbling aggregate, an excel- 
lent tank cleaning material, can reduce 
wall thickness at four times the rate of 
pea gravel. Therefore, tumbling should 
be done conservatively and only when 
necessary to adequately inspect the inte- 
rior surface. 

Tank owners should not assume a hy- 
drostatic test is the only appropriate eval- 
uation. Certainly it is an essential and re- 
quired part of the steel and aluminum 
tank care package. This test will reveal 
certain, but not all, deficiencies. It has 
been reported that some tanks that 
passed a hydrostatic test failed to hold air 
shortly thereafter. 

The skilled visual inspector can discov- 
er actual and potential problems not ad- 
dressed by the hydrostatic test. The VCl 
should be conducted at least annually 
and under special conditions, including 
frequent use, damage or interior mois- 
ture, it should be more frequent.

spheric Administration (NOAA) and Na- 
tional Association of Underwater Instruc- 
tors (NAUI) recognize the PSI course and 
regularly co-sponsor classes in selected 
cities. While NOAA classes are normally 
only available to government inspectors, 
NAUI encourages participation by all ac- 
tive and would-be inspectors regardless 
of their affiliation.
